rors while an overlay of soft golden-orange and sky-blue patina 
gives the coin a vibrant appearance. With the extensive numismatic 
press received by the 1856, proofs from 1857 and 1858 are often 
overlooked as the rarities that they really are. The 1858 Large Letters 
is by far the scarcest variety, with Breen reporting that fewer than 20 
have been traced. The combined population of NGC and PCGS is 
just 24 coins, several of those probably resulting from resubmis-

27 1860 MS 64 PCGS. A well struck example exhibiting some spotty 
dark violet toning on the obverse.

The 
surfaces are toned in a manner that suggests many years storage in a 
paper envelope. Both sides show a moderate overlay of golden-rose 
and gray patina that is most attractive. Overall, the surfaces appear 
flawless and carbon-free. 

126 1936 Type One PR 66 NGC. This satin-surfaced gem is mark-free 
and displays rich antique-golden toning on both sides. A lovely 
example of this unusual variant of the proofing process. 

127 1936 Type Two PR 66 PCGS. Virtually untoned with dazzling mir¬ 
ror brilliance. This variety has proven more popular with collectors 
than its Satin Finish counterpart over the past 60 years. 

CERTIFIED JEFFERSON NICKEL 

128 1939 Doubled Monticello MS 64 PCGS. A popular Guide Book 
variety that is particularly scarce in uncirculated grades. 

CERTIFIED PROOF JEFFERSON NICKELS 

129 1942-P Type Two PR 66 NGC. A superior wartime proof Jefferson 
with a dash of pastel blue patina on each side. 

130 1953 PR 68 PCGS. Delicate golden and blue pastels overlay impec¬ 
cable mirror surfaces. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DIME 

131 1797 AU 53 NGC. 15 Stars, V-2, R.3. Glossy charcoal-gray surfaces 
with tinges of golden color in the protected areas. The strike is just 
a trifle soft on the eagle’s breast, but is otherwise well balanced and 
sharp. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DIMES 

132 1831 MS 65 PCGS. V-1, R. 1. A well struck gem that is covered with 
deep speckles of multicolored toning over both sides. The few small 
marks that are present are well concealed by the multiple layerings 
of color. 

133 1835 MS 65 NGC. Large Date, Small 5 C. V-10, R.4. A lovely gem 
example of this scarcer variety. Generally well struck with just a 
touch of softness in the centers, the peripheries are fully brought up. 
Both sides are deeply toned in shades of cobalt-blue, rose, golden, 
and sea-green with no mentionable surface marks on the devices or 
in the fields. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 

134 1840 No Drapery MS 63 NGC. Both obverse and reverse are layered 
in a milky violet and yellow-gold patina, with excellent sharpness in 
all areas. 

135 1840 Drapery MS 61 NGC. Well struck on the obverse with muted 
gray patina over both sides. Easily the scarcer of the two varieties for 
the year in all grades, but particularly in mint state.

136 1840 Drapery MS 63 NGC. A prooflike early striking with specks of 
russet toning gathering about the stars and lettering. The lower 
mintage Drapery variety is several times scarcer than its No Drapery 
counterpart in all grades, including mint state. 

137 1840 Drapery MS 64 PCGS. A borderline-gem specimen that 
exhibits a moderate overlay of gray, violet, and golden color and 
bright underlying luster. The finest of three mint state examples of 
the 1840 Drapery half dime, a most unusual offering. 

138 1841 MS 66 NGC. V-2. The last 1 in the date is low, and a small 
lunule appears between stars 10 and 11. Sharply struck, the surfaces 
have a silvery glow and show a pale overlay of color. Struck from 
lightly clashed dies, there are a couple of spurs visible inside the M 
in DIME. 

139 1842-0 XF 45 NGC. A very scarce issue that is usually available 
only in VF and below. This is a problem-free specimen with some 
light-gray patina on both sides and tinges of golden-violet in the pro¬ 
tected areas. One of the key dates in the half dime series. 

140 1845 MS 64 NGC. Quite an attractive example of the scarce Stars 
type. The strike is atypically complete in all areas including the 
peripheral stars on the obverse. Lightly toned with excellent luster 
and few abrasions that are visible to the unaided eye. Population: 22 
with 16 finer. 

141 1847 MS 65 NGC. Normal date, all digits touch the base, and there 
are tiny lunules at stars 5 and 10. Breen wrote, “Usually in low 
grades,” but this sharply struck, fully detailed half dime boldly con¬ 
tradicts this view. Deep, satiny luster is seen on both sides of this 
untoned gem. Population: 16 in 65, 3 finer. 

142 1851 MS 67 NGC. Traces of orange, russet, gray, and magenta ton¬ 
ing throughout. The population in MS 67 is limited to this piece with 
none graded higher. A well struck, lustrous example for the collec¬ 
tor who demands the top of the line. 

143 1853 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. A fully struck example of this scarce, 
short-lived type. The surfaces are overlaid with an even layer of 
gray-lavender and golden toning. Some evidence of die clashing is 
visible on both obverse and reverse. 

144 1853 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Satiny, with grainy obverse surfaces due 
to a late state of the dies, evidenced further by numerous clash marks 
around the figure of Liberty. The reverse is more brilliant (fewer 
flow lines in the dies), but also shows clash marks in and around the 
wreath. Small areas of burnt-gold color adorn the obverse; the 
reverse is almost completely untoned. 

145 1853 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Bright mint luster underlies the attrac¬ 
tive golden-gray patina that covers both sides of this near-gem type 
coin. Sharply struck throughout. 

146 1854 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with light die clashing in the 
fields and a small grease mark (as struck) visible on the reverse. 
Scattered charcoal-gray toning on both sides. 

147 1854 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous under a light coating of silver- 
gray toning, with noticeable die clashing on either side. 

148 1854 Arrows MS 66 NGC. After the weight change in minor silver 
coinage in 1853, the general public noticed the arrowheads on either 
side of the date on the new silver coinage that was released. Many 
were saved, but as could be expected, few were handled with much 
care. As a result, while many coins exist today in lower grades, 
superb gems such as this one are very rare. This piece has com¬ 
pletely original surfaces that show a lovely muted forest-green pati¬ 
na on the obverse, and while the same color is present on the reverse, 
there is also an overlay of light reddish patina. The devices are fully 
struck, and there are no mentionable surface flaws or die clashing. 
Population: 4 in 66, none higher. 

149 1856 MS 65 NGC. Lovely blue-green and golden toning adorns this 
little jewel. An attractive example of a Stars Obverse Seated half¬ 
dime. 

150 1858 MS 61 PCGS, Breen-3090, Double Date. Although the holder 
does not specify this die variety, one cannot help but notice the obvi¬ 
ous doubling of the digits of the date, first punched far too high, then 
corrected half its height lower. Breen states this is at least 10 times 
as rare as the better known 1858 over inverted date listed in the 
Redbook. This specimen exhibits gray-golden toning over both sides 
and is generally well struck except on the stars (as usual). A few 
clash marks in the fields are also noted. 
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1858 MS 65 PCGS. A splendid, beautifully toned example with soft, 
multicolored patination on each side. Ideal to represent the Stars 
Obverse design. 

1858 Over Inverted Date XF 40 NGC. A perfect, evenly worn exam¬ 
ple of this dramatic and popular error. Medium-gray in color with 
some weakness of strike and die clash marks. 

1860 MS 65 NGC. Representing the first year of the Legend 
Obverse design, this gem example displays bright, satiny-white sur¬ 
faces and just the slightest evidence of die clashing in the fields. 

1861 MS 64 NGC. Completely untoned with a noticeable prooflike 
sheen over both sides. Heavy clash marks quickly identify this near¬ 
gem as a business strike and not a proof. 

1861 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and covered with lovely gray, gunmetal- 
blue, and gold toning. An original and attractive example of this pop¬ 
ular second year of issue for the Legend Obverse design. 

1862 MS 64 NGC. Mildly prooflike under a uniform layer of milky 
golden-gray patina. 

1862 MS 65 NGC. A satiny gem, boldly struck in most areas and 
showing hint of die clashing on either side. Soft golden peripheral 
toning. 

1865 MS 61 NGC. An affordable example of this elusive business 
strike, one of a mere 13,000 pieces struck. Prooflike fields display 
some muted luster, light toning, and a few small contact marks. 

1865 MS 64 NGC. The second of three examples of this low- 
mintage date. The surfaces show adequate luster and are originally 
toned on each side. Well struck on the head of Liberty, some weak¬ 
ness is noted on the left side of the wreath. Scarce in mint state. 

1865 MS 65 NGC. An awe-inspiring example of this elusive busi¬ 
ness strike, one of a mere 13,000 pieces struck. T he obverse is col¬ 
orfully toned in a mixture of sea-green, gold, and violet while some 
mottled gray toning covers the reverse. 

1868-S MS 63 PCGS. A scarce Civil War date whose attrition rate 
was high, not because of wartime hoarding, but because so many 
half dimes of this era were soldered on the back and used for buttons. 
This is a fully struck example that is almost completely brilliant, just 
showing an occasional fleck of golden-brown color here and there. 

1871 -S MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck with hints of golden peripheral 
toning and strong underlying mint luster. A difficult S-mint half 
dime. 

1872-S MS 65 NGC. Mintmark Below Bow. The obverse displays 
the lightest golden cast while the reverse offers rose, magenta, and 
electric blue hues intermingled with silver. A pleasing coin. 

1872-S MS 65 NGC. Mintmark Above Bow. Sensational coppery- 
gold toning about the margins, shading to mottled sea-green and 
rose-gray colors in the centers. 

1872-S MS 65 NGC. Mintmark Above Bow. A needle-sharp strike 
with meticulous detailing in all areas. Richly lustrous with speckled 
violet and deep-blue toning. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 

1860 PR 64 NGC. First year of the new Legend Obverse design and 
always a popular type coin. The fields on this proof are deeply 
reflective and are covered with dark, multi-hued toning on both 
sides. 

1865 PR 64 PCGS. Well mirrored beneath light greenish-gray ton¬ 
ing streaks, shading to steel-violet about the reverse periphery. A 
premium date, struck from a proof mintage of just 500 coins and a 
total mintage of just 13,500 pieces. 

1871 PR 65 NGC. The deeply reflective proof fields show evidence 
of both heavy die polish and light die rust. Toned in deep shades of 
blue and golden-brown. 

1871 PR 66 NGC. Deeply reflective proof fields that show evidence 
of both heavy die polish and having been struck from lightly rusted 
dies. Toned in deep peripheral shades of blue and golden, the center 
of the obverse is crimson. Very appealing colorations. Population: 8 
in PR 66, 1 finer. 
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CERTIFIED EARLY DIMES 

170 1796 VF 25 PCGS. JR-4, R.4. First year of issue and always a pop¬ 
ular date with collectors. The obverse displays bright red, blue and 
gray patina while the reverse is a more even medium gray. Well 
defined for the grade with a couple of small planchet flakes out of 
the lower left obverse field. 

171 1807 MS 63 PCGS. JR-1, the only variety of the year. Fully lustrous 
and one of the finest coins imaginable for the grade. The surfaces 
show none of the abrasions one would normally expect from an MS 
63. There are, however, die clash marks on the obverse in front of the 
face, but these are not nearly as pronounced as seen on other coins 
of this date, especially from later die states. The strike is average for 
the date with the stars on the left being flat as well as the reverse 
peripheral details, but the central motifs show full detailing on both 
sides. The reverse also exhibits several noticeable adjustment marks 
on the lower left side. Bright and essentially untoned. 

172 1807 MS 63 NGC. JR-1, the only variety of the year. A second 
example of this early dime, a date that is popularly used for type pur¬ 
poses. The hair detail on the figure of Liberty is fully defined and 
likewise the eagle has completely articulated feathers on the reverse. 
However, the left portion of each side is softly impressed, as always. 
Light gray patina covers the surfaces with strong underlying mint 
luster in evidence. 


CERTIFIED BUST DIMES 

173 1814 AU 50 PCGS. Small Date. JR-1, R.3. Dusky gray patina cov¬ 
ers both sides with much underlying mint luster still evident. A cou¬ 
ple of streaks of deep brown color are seen on each side, apparently 
grease stains that were struck into the planchet at the time of manu¬ 
facture. Softly struck as usual for this variety. 

174 1814 MS 64 PCGS. Large Date. JR-3. R.2. Struck from a later die 
state, displaying numerous cracks within the shield on the reverse. A 
trifle soft on the highest curls and right stars, as normally seen on 
this variety, with a hint of reddish-gold toning on the obverse. The 
reverse is colorless except for a toning spot on the left (facing) 
eagle’s wing. Population: 12 in 64, 3 higher. 

175 1822 MS 64 NGC. JR-1, the only variety, R.3. The rarest and most 
elusive date in the Capped Bust dime series, the 1822 is a highly 
coveted issue in all grades. This date is rarely seen on the market 
today, and when encountered is usually no better than Good or Very 
Good. The vast majority of specimens known are low grade and a 
substantial number of these are damaged. Only ten or so pieces are 
believed extant in mint condition. This is an especially attractive 
specimen. The striking details are very well brought up in most 
areas. The hair curls on Liberty are sharply defined as is the plumage 
on the eagle. The only area of weakness is seen on the first three 
stars and the last one. The mint luster is bright and a partial periph¬ 
eral ring of golden-russet color shows on the obverse. An exception¬ 
al opportunity for the specialist. Population: 1 in 64, only 1 finer. 

176 1823/2 MS 64 NGC. JR-3. R.2. The most frequently encountered of 
the three varieties of this year, this is one of the finest JR-3 dimes 
extant. Generally well struck overall, there is only slight softness on 
the hair curls below the IB of LIBERTY, but complete denticulation 
above STATES OF AMERICA. Toned golden-rose in the centers and 
framed by sky-blue margins on each side. An attractive, high-end 
coin and a good value at present price levels. Population: 10 in 64, 
only 2 finer. 

177 1824/2 XF 45 NGC. JR-1, R.3. While one other variety is known for 
the 1824 dime, it is very rare and of interest only to advanced spe¬ 
cialists. The JR-1 variety then assumes an even greater importance 
to date collectors because of the unavailability of the second variety. 
This piece is deeply toned on both sides. The striking details are gen¬ 
erally weakly defined overall, but the underdigit is clear and sharp. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 

178 1838 Large Stars MS 63 PCGS. Spectacular toning of gold, rose, 
and teal-blue highlight this first year of issue Seated dime. 

179 1848 MS 62 PCGS. A scarcity at the mint state level, draped in light 
gray and golden patina. Population: 5 in 62, 11 higher. 

180 1848 MS 63 NGC. Glossy violet-gray surfaces with tinges of bluish- 
green in the protected areas of the reverse. Elusive in all uncirculat¬ 
ed grades. Population: 7 in 63, 6 higher. 


1850 MS 63 NGC. Reasonably sharp and satiny beneath a milky 
gray-gold patina. 

1853 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Deep satiny luster with just a hint of 
golden-gray patina about the margins on either side. Traces of die 
clashing are noticed only upon close inspection. An outstanding, 
near-gem Arrows type coin. 

1856 MS 65 NGC. Glittering luster beneath multiple layers of rich 
lavender, gray, blue, and sea-green toning. An important gem repre¬ 
sentative of the Stars Obverse type. 

1857 MS 64 NGC. Lustrous and bright, this piece has a few small 
marks on each side, but all in all it is a very pleasing example of this 
scarce type. 

1866 MS 63 NGC. An extraordinarily rare business strike listed as 
R-5+ in mint state. One of only 14,000 struck, most disappeared in 
the great bullion melt and the exportation spree after the Civil War. 
This specimen is fully brilliant and completely untoned with semi¬ 
prooflike fields on the obverse, satiny ones on the reverse. Both 
proof and mint state 1866 dimes were struck from the same dies. 
Population: 4 in 63, only 6 finer. 

1870 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with steel-gray surfaces that are 
surrounded by a ring of light golden-brown at the perimeter. 

1873 Arrows MS 63 PCGS. Quite choice for this two-year type, dis¬ 
playing frosty-white surfaces and only a few modest obverse abra¬ 
sions. 

1874 Arrows MS 60 NGC. Well struck and covered by cloudy, sil¬ 
very-gray toning on both sides. An important two-year type. 

1874 Arrows MS 63 PCGS. Weakly struck in the central portions. 
Opaque gray toning blankets both sides, limiting the underlying bril¬ 
liance. 

1877-CC MS 66 NGC. A lovely example of this popular Carson 
City dime. The surfaces are overlaid with deep blue, gray, and 
carmine colored patina that is accented with strong underlying lus¬ 
ter. Sharply struck and quite a type coin. 

1890 MS 65 PCGS. Richly toned in golden and gunmetal-blue 
shades, with a partial knife edge and excellent underlying luster. 

1891 MS 64 NGC. An untoned example of this popular final year of 
issue for the Seated Liberty design. A bit softly struck on the head of 
Liberty but well defined elsewhere. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DIMES 

1860 PR 64 NGC. Watery steel-gold surfaces with only wispy hair¬ 
lines scattered over both sides. First year of the Legend Obverse 
type. 

1862 PR 64 NGC. A mostly untoned and brightly mirrored speci¬ 
men. From a mintage of only 550 proofs, very few choice to gem 
specimens have survived. 

1863 PR 64 PCGS. A well toned specimen displaying deep blue and 
golden hues about the borders. One of just 460 proofs issued. 

1864 PR 62 PCGS. Always popular as a proof because of the 
extreme rarity of 1864 dated business strikes. This piece is untoned 
throughout and is struck on a porous planchet that limits the grade. 

1864 PR 64 PCGS. Some darker, original, multicolored toning 
accents both sides of this attractive Seated dime. A rainbow of 
shades show through including magenta, golden, and cobalt-blue. 

1871 PR 65 NGC. Cobalt-blue and golden iridescence is seen pri¬ 
marily about the borders, with glittering, bright-white centers. 

1875 PR 64 NGC. Moderate golden and blue toning shows on the 
obverse and reverse particularly in the peripheral areas. Some minor 
hairlines are noted in the fields. 

1876 PR 64 PCGS. Nicely mirrored with a pronounced cameo con¬ 
trast. Slightly hazy on the obverse. 

1880 PR 64 NGC. Essentially untoned with mild contrast between 
the fields and the devices. A popular and scarce date in the ‘80s. 

1881 PR 65 NGC. Moderately frosted devices front bright mirrors to 
present a desirable cameo appearance. Only a few light hairlines in 
the right field preclude a higher grade. Untoned and flashy. 
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1882 PR 64 NGC. A sparkling, choice quality example that is bright, 
lightly toned, and has a nice cameo effect. 

1882 PR 65 NGC. Dazzling reflectivity beneath layers of violet and 
bluish-green iridescence. A relatively common Legend Obverse 
proof, but preserved in gem fashion. 

1883 PR 63 PCGS. Both sides are lightly toned in milky-golden 
shades. A small staple scratch is visible on the obverse limiting the 
grade. 

1883 PR 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with eye appealing depth and 
contrast. 

1886 PR 65 NGC. The surfaces appear unusually clean on this love¬ 
ly proof type piece. Mostly brilliant with a hint of light golden ton¬ 
ing. 

1889 PR 63 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a thin edging of golden 
around the perimeter. Weakly defined on the head of Liberty. 

1890 PR 64 PCGS. Light gray-gold patina over both sides, with 
appreciable contrast underneath. 

1890 PR 65 PCGS. A visually appealing coin. Rotating it under a 
light presents layers of aquamarine, cerise, rose, and orange hues 
working in from the rim. The frosted device is toned primarily 
orange-gold, and the resultant cameo effect is most colorful. 

CERTIFIED BARBER DIMES 

1892 MS 65 NGC. Fully detailed with attractive reddish-gold and 
green toning in the recessed areas. An extremely choice first year 
Barber. 

1892 MS 66 NGC. A magnificently toned example of this first year 
Barber dime. Varying shades of blue, crimson, and golden abound on 
both sides of this gem specimen. A small grease mark is noted at the 
base of the obverse, but this will still be a prize for the toning enthu¬ 
siast. 

1894 MS 64 NGC. Almost fully white and lustrous, with extremely 
pale gold toning on each side. 

1905- S MS 64 PCGS. Bright mint luster underlies the multiple lay¬ 
erings of sea-green, rose, and gray-lilac toning. Fully struck. 

1906- D MS 65 PCGS. An original gem with clean surfaces and mot¬ 
tled toningjin shades of russet and blue. 1906 marks the first year of 
Denver mint production, an added bonus on this remarkably pre¬ 
served specimen. 

1912 MS 66 PCGS. Deep satiny brilliance with well frosted features 
and a touch of golden edge toning about the obverse and reverse. 
Population: 20 in 66, none finer. 

1916 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck with moderate multicolored toning 
spread across both sides and showing strong mint luster. Population: 
14 in 66, 3 finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER DIMES 

1892 PR 66 PCGS. The first proof issue of the Barber dime series, 
and often collected as a first year date. The obverse of this coin is 
untoned and presents an attractive cameo contrast. The reverse is 
toned a uniform light gray. 

1894 PR 65 NGC. Unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity in 
the fields, the surfaces are toned a smoky golden-rose. A definite 
upper-end coin. 

1898 PR 67 NGC. A spectacular proof whose fields flash with 
unfathomable depth of reflectivity, highlighting the multi-hued shad¬ 
ings of blue, golden-rose, and sea-green seen on each side. The 
obverse is much deeper in color than the reverse which actually still 
shows significant underlying brilliance in the center. Population: 17 
in 67, only 2 finer. 

1899 PR 67 PCGS. Moderately reflective mirrors with exceptional 
frosted white devices. The perfect example for an untoned Barber or 
proof type set. 15 coins have been graded PR 67, but none higher. 
Gorgeous. 

1905 PR 66 PCGS. Wondrous multicolored toning rests atop glit¬ 
tering surfaces. An immaculately preserved gem that is close to tech¬ 
nical perfection. Population: 26 in 66, 7 higher. 


223 1913 PR 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a hint of pale golden color. 
The fields are deeply mirrored. 

224 1913 PR 66 NGC. Charcoal-gray toning with undertones of laven¬ 
der, russet, and orange accent lighter devices for an attractive cameo 
contrast. 

225 1914 PR 67 NGC. Both sides are covered with deep, multicolored 
toning with strongly reflective mirrors in the fields. Population: 2 in 
PR 67, 2 finer. 

226 1915 PR 65 NGC. Shimmering surfaces appear beneath a layer of 
dusky, off-white toning. The strike is superb and the fields appear to 
be completely free of marks and hairlines. Hints of cameo contrasts 
add to the desirability of this gem. One of 450 proofs struck this 
year. 

CERTIFIED MERCURY DIMES 

227 1916-D ANACS Cleaned. Ungraded on the holder, we feel the coin 
is VG 8. The surfaces are unnaturally bright with sharp lettering and 
no other distractions of any merit. A fully legible and affordable 
example of this popular key. 

228 1917-D MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Extremely lustrous with faint 
golden highlights on the obverse. An elusive date in mint state that 
actually rivals its much more famous counterpart from a year earli¬ 
er. 

229 1917-S MS 65 PCGS. Frosty and showing just a few streaks of del¬ 
icate toning, with partial separation of the horizontal bands. 
Population: 19 in 65, 8 higher. 

230 1917-S MS 66 NGC. The soft, frosted mint luster is accented by an 
occasional speckling of russet toning around the peripheries. A few 
shallow luster grazes on the cheek of Liberty are the only surface 
flaws of note on the coin. Population: 4 in 66, none are finer. 

231 1918-S MS 67 NGC. Silky smooth with just a whisper of golden 
color on the reverse. If this coin was struck a tad sharper in the cen¬ 
ters, it would truly have it all. Still, one of the best preserved ‘ 18-S 
dimes this cataloger can recall seeing. Population: 1 in 67, none 
higher. 

232 1920-S MS 62 Full Bands NGC. Bright, untoned surfaces, nicely 
lustrous, and displaying a few minor surface marks. 

233 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. Typically struck with both sides exhibiting 
delicate rose-gold coloration about the devices. An attractive and 
lustrous example of this scarce issue. 

234 1924-S MS 64 PCGS. A scarcer, semi-key date in the Mercury 
(Winged Liberty Head) dime series. Original luster appears under 
speckled gray, charcoal, and russet toning. 

235 1924-S MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. Fully defined throughout, but cov¬ 
ered over each side in a heavy, near-opaque gray-lilac patina. 
Population data has proven the 1924-S to be one of the most difficult 
Mercury dime issues in mint state. 

A superb example framed in deep golden-russet 
toning on the obverse, the reverse is completely overlaid with these 
shadings. Sharply struck as well with essentially full band definition. 
Population: 5 in 66, none finer. 

237 1928-S MS 66 PCGS. A highly lustrous example of this scarcer 
mintmarked issue. Completely brilliant with no color noted on either 
side. Softly impressed in the center of the reverse. 

238 1928-S MS 66 NGC. Another gem example, untoned with dazzling 
mint brilliance. 

239 1929 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Both sides are toned in a colorful 
array of bright rose, lime-green, and yellow iridescence. The toning 
enthusiast will love this one. 

240 1929 MS 67 Full Bands NGC. Mottled, multicolored iridescence 
delicately covers most of both sides of this pristine example. As 
expected, the strike is superb, the surfaces are immaculate, and the 
overall eye appeal is stunning. This is as nice as they come and yet 
this date remains an excellent value relative to other dates in the 
series. 

241 1929-S MS 66 NGC. Lustrous and well struck, although the cross 
bands are not quite full. 

242 1934-D MS 66 PCGS. Exceptionally bright and lustrous as if it just 
came from an original roll. Near full band detail on the reverse.

246 1941 PR 67 NGC. Bright, reflective fields are overlaid with some 
milky patina and show a bit of peripheral color on the obverse. 

247 1942 PR 68 NGC. An immaculate, deeply mirrored example of this 
popular final year of issue. Peripherally toned on both sides in deep 
hues of cobalt-blue, golden, and scarlet. Population: 12 in PR 68, 
none finer. 


CERTIFIED PROOF ROOSEVELT DIME 

248 1983 No-S PR 69 Ultra Cameo NGC. This issue was “made in 

error,” a polite explanation meaning that the responsible mint 
employee neglected to indent a die with the San Francisco mintmark 
punch. This example, deemed virtually perfect at PR 69, is the gor¬ 
geous result. The perfect opportunity for the astute collector to own 
an error that is both rare and beautiful. 


CERTIFIED TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

249 1875 AU 58 NGC. Dark toning covers reflective fields. Just the tini¬ 
est amount of wear precludes a mint state rating. 

250 1875-S MS 63 PCGS. Although well struck, this piece is not com¬ 
pletely full in all its striking details. It does show good definition on 
the peripheral stars and the head detail of Liberty is sharply struck. 
Untoned with good mint luster. 

251 1875-S MS 64 NGC. A well struck twenty-center that is not quite 
complete to the top of the wing and on the radials of some of the 
stars. The head detail on Liberty is also not quite full. Clean surfaces 
with a heavy overlay of original, even toning and good underlying 

252 1875-S MS 66 PCGS. Exceptionally clean surfaces with just a light 
bit of even toning and good underlying luster. This example is very 
well defined, but not quite as full as technically possible. A condi¬ 
tion rarity for the quality conscious type collector. Population: 12 in 
66, 1 finer. 


CERTIFIED PROOF TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

253 1877 PR 63 PCGS. A sparkling, lightly toned representative of this 
very short-lived series of interesting U.S. coins. There are a few min¬ 
imal hairlines visible in the fields and there is a noticeable contact 
mark to the right of Liberty’s knee. 

254 1878 PR 64 NGC. A lovely example of this rare date twenty-cent 
piece. Deep violet and blue toning covers the coin, yet the ultra deep 
mirrors are evident. A great buy for the grade. 

CERTIFIED EARLY QUARTERS 

255 1806 XF 40 NGC. B-3, R.3. Medium gray surfaces with no notice¬ 
able marks. The typical weak strike for the date is most evident at the 
center of the design. 

256 1806 AU 53 PCGS. B-3, R.3. Silvery-gray with only a touch of 
weakness, as normal, through the centers. Any Heraldic Eagle quar¬ 
ter above VF can be considered scarce. 

257 1806 MS 62 PCGS. B-3, R.3. Fully lustrous, both sides show 
streaky gray toning with pale, almost brilliant surfaces beneath. 
Weakly struck in the centers, as always on this variety. An attractive, 
solid mint state type coin and seldom found in mint condition. 
Population: 6 in 62, 11 finer. 

258 1807 XF 40 NGC. B-l, R.4. the rarest of the two varieties of this 
year. This appears to be the B-lb variety which is a later state repre¬ 
sented by heavily lapped dies and some loss of detail as a result. One 
or two very minor rim bruises are noted on either side, but there are 
no other marks, adjustment or otherwise, to take away from the 
pleasing, original appearance of this early quarter. Toned in a rich 
blend of steel-blue and olive colors. A great coin for the specialist. 


CERTIFIED BUST QUARTER 

259 1818 MS 64 NGC. B-2d, R.l. Sharply struck throughout with mul¬ 

tiple layerings of deep color spread across both sides. The luster 
seems a bit subdued because of the heavy patina, but is actually fully 
present as one can tell when the coin is examined beneath a light. 
Struck from the latest state of the dies and showing clash marks on 
each side. Very scarce in such lofty condition, only two other coins 
have been so graded by NGC with another two in even higher con¬ 
dition. 


CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

260 1842-0 AU 55 PCGS. Well struck with good luster and light toning. 
Trends $1,450. 

261 1843-0 AU 55 NGC. Relatively dark russet toning with intermin¬ 
gled hints of gold on the reverse. This piece is quite scarce in high¬ 
er grade. Combined, NGC and PCGS have graded only 2 pieces AU 
55 and a total of 5 coins higher. Trends is $800 in AU 50 and no val¬ 
uation for a higher grade is offered. 

262 1854 Arrows MS 61 ANACS. Untoned, with relatively smooth sur¬ 
faces. This piece evidently came late in the life of this die pair, as 
both sides show considerable die cracks and clash marks. 

263 1856 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny luster with virtually no toning on either 
side. The reverse is weakly defined, and appears to have been struck 
with a rusted die. 

264 1857 MS 63 PCGS. A vibrant specimen, satiny in texture with an 
overlay of golden and gray toning throughout. 

265 1858 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and satiny, with only a small area of 
striking weakness in the left portion of the shield and eagle’s leg. 

266 1872-S XF 45 NGC. An extremely difficult piece to acquire in a 
high, collectible grade. Although a small group of certified mint state 
pieces exists, two XF 40 coins are all that presently appear in the 
XF-AU grade range from both services. Smooth and untoned with 
plenty of luster remaining. Trends $3,850 in Extra Fine. $5,650 in 
AU 50. 

267 1875-CC XF 40 ANACS. Smooth, even wear with some traces of 
luster around the lettering. Trends $385. 

268 1888-S MS 65 NGC. A scarcer, branch mint date in the Seated quar¬ 
ter series. Conditionally rare in finer grades, this example is well 
defined and moderately toned in rose-gray shades with orange and 
magenta highlights. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

269 1865 PR 64 NGC. Moderately toned in light shades of gray and blue 
with a few light hairlines and a razor-sharp strike. 

270 1869 PR 64 PCGS. Smoky gray-violet toning over both sides, slight¬ 
ly diminishing the original proof brilliance. Population: 27 in 64, 10 
higher. 

271 1873 Arrows PR 63 PCGS. The obverse is a muted gray color, the 
reverse is much brighter and framed with a circle of cobalt-blue. An 
important two-year proof type coin. 

272 1878 PR 65 NGC. The centers are lightly tinted with some milky- 
gray patina, the borders display some splotchy golden-russet, crim¬ 
son, and blue colorations. A few minor marks and hairlines are noted 
under the toning, but do not detract. Population: 12 in PR 65,4 finer. 

273 1882 PR 64 NGC. Eye appealing mirror surfaces, no toning is seen 
on either side. A small scratch is noted in the right obverse field that 
limits the grade. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

274 1892 MS 68 NGC. This colorful superb gem is overlaid with irides¬ 
cent rainbow hues on both sides. Talk about eye appeal. The surfaces 
are very clean, with a strong, bright cartwheel sheen that sets off the 
colors to best advantage. This is the only coin of this date graded MS 
68 by either service, and one of only five in the entire series. This 
date is very popular with first year of issue collectors, and we pro¬ 
ject a strong bid for this superlative example.

All Trends are from January. 
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275 1894-S MS 64 NGC. Toned on both sides in shades of soft gray and 
gunmetal-blue. One of the few S-mint Barber quarters that can rea¬ 
sonably be obtained in mint state. 

276 1896 MS 64 PCGS. Fully detailed beneath gray-gold patina that 
deepens somewhat on the reverse. 

277 1897 MS 66 PCGS. Nicely toned in russet, violet, and cerise, with 
a ring of lime at the obverse rim. Much scarcer as a business strike 
than a proof at this grade level. Population: 7 in 66, none higher. 

278 1902-S MS 64 NGC. Flashy prooflike surfaces are toned in deep 
splashes of violet, crimson, and emerald-green. Elusive in choice 
and finer grades. 

279 1908-0 MS 64 NGC. Essentially untoned on either side and well 
struck. A few marks on the obverse prevent a higher grade. 

280 1909 MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck with gray patina over both sides 
and several subtle underlying shades that enliven the surfaces and 
give the coin a multicolored appearance. 

281 1909-D MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and brilliant, a very well defined 
example. A few minor contact marks limit the grade. Despite a rather 
hefty mintage (over 5 million), the 1909-D is quite scarce at the 
choice level. 

282 1910-D MS 61 NGC. Multicolored toning, primarily russet and 
gold, covers decent luster. 

283 1916-D MS 65 NGC. The final year of issue for the Barber quarter 
and a widely collected date. This specimen is unusually nice as the 
fields are very lustrous, and there is an overlay of original toning on 
each side. 


CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

284 1893 PR 65 NGC. Deeply mirrored with thick mint frost on the 
devices, resulting in a cameoed contrast between the two. The sur¬ 
faces are also heavily toned in attractive shades of violet and blue- 
green, but this does not impair the reflectiveness from showing 
through. 

285 1893 PR 66 PCGS. Brilliant with a moderate cameo contrast and 
the slightest haziness in the fields. The head of Liberty is particular¬ 
ly frosty. A perfect coin for fans of untoned proof type. 

286 1894 PR 64 PCGS. Deeply toned in bright, iridescent, steel-blue and 
lilac colore; with olive highlights scattered throughout. Even close 
inspection fails to reveal any noticeable marks or hairlines, and we 
suspect that this coin would grade higher if it were a bit brighter. 
Nevertheless, we consider this to be an attractive example of the 
date. 

287 1896 PR 65 PCGS. The deep smoky-gray and gunmetal-blue toning 
on the obverse clouds much of the surface on that side, but when 
angled just right the proof mirrors are fully evident. The reverse is 
much lighter in tone and on both sides there is much frosted mint 
luster on the devices. 

288 1897 PR 64 PCGS. Brightly mirrored fields with an overlay of sil¬ 
ver-gray toning on both sides. A nice looking coin for the grade 

289 1914 PR 64 PCGS. Very well mirrored with tinges of golden-russet 
peripheral toning. One of just 380 proofs struck. 

290 1914 PR 64 PCGS. Only 380 proofs were struck this year. A fully 
original coin, some mixed toning shades of blue, gold, and violet are 
displayed on this scarce issue. 

CERTIFIED STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

291 1917 Type One MS 66 Full Head PCGS. Fully defined throughout, 
the surfaces are mostly brilliant with a few streaks of gray patina 
scattered across the reverse. A sharp looking Type One quarter. 

292 1917 Type Two MS 64 ANACS. Soft luster underlies light golden 
toning. 

293 1917-S Type Two MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Well struck and very lus¬ 
trous with a light overlay of streaky golden toning and only a few 
tiny contact marks. 
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294 1918-D MS 63 Full Head NGC. The ‘18-D is one of the lesser 
known scarcities in the Standing Liberty quarter series. It is usually 
very softly impressed in the center of the obverse, and is quite elu¬ 
sive with full head detail. The head of Liberty is fully defined on this 
piece. A few small abrasions limit the grade of this otherwise attrac¬ 
tive, lightly toned quarter. 

295 1918-D MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Superb luster with a bright-white 
appearance, and well defined throughout. Scarcer early issue, espe¬ 
cially with a full strike. 

296 1918-D MS 65 Full Head PCGS. The ‘18-D is one of the lesser 
known scarcities in the Standing Liberty quarter series. It is usually 
very softly impressed in the center of the obverse, and is quite elu¬ 
sive with full head detail. It has been estimated that the total number 
of gems with full head detail is probably in the range of 60 to 100 
pieces. The luster on this piece is simply outstanding, being fully 
frosted and very lightly toned. There are no important marks worthy 
of note on either side. Population: 23 in 65, only 6 finer. 

297 1918-S MS 64 Full Head PCGS. A date that is rarely located with 
a full strike. This example is mostly white with only a tinge of gold¬ 
en toning. Population: 19 in 64, 10 finer. 

298 1920 MS 63 ANACS. Well struck with mottled toning. 

299 1920-D MS 64 Full Head PCGS. A difficult date to find fully struck 
with a full head. Medium golden toning equally overlays both sides. 
A nice, original piece of excellent quality for the grade. 

300 1923-S MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Deep satiny luster, and an unusu¬ 
ally bold strike for this date are present on this important date in the 
Standing Liberty quarter series. Each side is overlaid in golden-rus¬ 
set toning that deepens toward the borders. Population: 26 in 65, 8 
finer. 

301 1924-D MS 66 PCGS. Highly lustrous with a white, untoned appear¬ 
ance on each side. Just a bit softly struck on the head, and showing 
the usual die break at the top of the date. 

302 1924-D MS 66 PCGS. Pristine and, except for flatness at the top of 
the date, exhibiting particularly bold definition. The head detail 
seems complete to the naked eye, and only upon magnified inspec¬ 
tion does it become evident that the earhole is not visible. The sur¬ 
faces are bright, satiny and untoned. A premier example of this date. 

303 1924-D MS 66 NGC. Very similar in appearance to the previous lot, 
untoned and white with a sparkling appearance and exceptionally 
clean fields. 

304 1924-D MS 63 Full Head PCGS. This example shows complete 
detailing of the head, down to good definition of the leaves and a 
well defined ear hole. 1924-D quarters with a full head are consid¬ 
erably rarer than those with the typical flat heads. 

305 1924-S MS 64 Full Head NGC. A scarce date with a full strike, this 
example exhibits frosty lustrous surfaces and attractive, moderate 
russet toning. 

306 1926-S MS 66 PCGS. 90% Full Head. A remarkable example of this 
important strike rarity. The 1926-S is extremely rare with complete 
definition on the head of Liberty. It has been estimated that perhaps 
only a dozen or so coins exist with absolute full detailing, but there 
are quite a few that are known with 60-80% definition. This piece is 
so close. It only lacks the hole in the ear to qualify for Full Head sta¬ 
tus, otherwise it is fully struck up. As usually seen, the luster is 
bright and flashy, due in part to the die striations seen in the reverse 
fields. Superior quality overall with no noticeable abrasions. 
Population: 6 in 66, none are finer. 

307 1927 MS 65 Full Head NGC. Boldly detailed throughout and 
exhibiting a bright, completely untoned appearance. A sparkling 
gem. 

308 1927 MS 66 Full Head NGC. This bright example is completely 
untoned and white with boldly defined details. Conditionally rare 
and a great choice as a type coin. Population: 2 in 66, none finer. 

309 1927-D MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Mostly brilliant with an unusual¬ 
ly sharp strike. Very scarce with the full head designation, this coin 
could have just come from an original roll. Population: 27 in 65 2 
higher. 

310 1928-S MS 65 NGC. Deeply lustrous with a bit of speckled toning 
scattered over both sides. 
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311 1929 MS 64 Full Head NGC. A choice specimen that combines pin¬ 

point detailing with beautiful toning shades of gold, crimson, and 


312 1929 MS 65 Full Head NGC. A bright gem that combines pinpoint 
detailing with nearly mark-free surfaces. Some light milky patina is 
seen on both sides. 

313 1930 MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Ultra-frosty and displaying a light 
overlay of pale russet toning on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

314 1932-S MS 63 PCGS. Apparently the original owner of this coin 
knew not to clean coins, thus this piece has been preserved in its 
original state with the addition of some light scattered toning over 
both sides. A couple of scuffs on the cheek prevent a higher grade. 
Scarce and quite a desirable item, 

315 1934 Doubled Die AU 58 NGC. The doubling in the motto is clear¬ 
ly visible with the aid of a glass. Only the slightest rubbing shows on 
the highpoints. Bright and untoned. 

316 1935-D MS 66 NGC. Superb quality with strong eye appeal. The 
obverse is nicely toned while the reverse is mostly brilliant. A blaz¬ 
ing coin of virtually unimprovable quality. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

317 1939 PR 66 NGC. Steel-gray and olive toning. 

318 1939 PR 67 NGC. Pristine surfaces outlined in milky golden pastels, 
with only a small window of brilliance on the reverse. 

319 1941 PR 67 NGC. Hints of russet toning. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLAR 

320 1805 VF 25 PCGS. O-109a, R.3. Attractive, original colorations in 
shades of steel-gray and charcoal. There are no detracting marks or 
abrasions, and the reverse shows a slight rotation to the left. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DOLLARS 

321 1817 MS 61 NGC. 0-110, R.2. Richly layered in gray, brown, rose, 
and blue patina with a sharp strike. 

322 1826 MS 64 PCGS. 0-110, R.2. An exceptionally attractive coin 
that is mostly brilliant with just the lightest overlay of silvery-gray 
patina on each side. Very sharply impressed as well, there are no 
obvious or distracting blemishes to report. This coin typifies what 
the MS 64 grade is about—80% of the eye appeal of a full gem but 
at only a fraction of the cost. 

323 1827/6 MS 60 ANACS. O-102, R. 1. A well struck overdate with the 
underlying digit easily visible to the naked eye. Good luster with the 
lightest gray-gold toning. This piece has the visual appeal consistent 
with a higher grade. Trends $850. 

324 1828 AU 50 PCI 0-118. R.3. Nearly mint state with considerable 
luster. Light slate-gray, pale blue, and soft golden toning. 

325 1830 MS 64 PCGS. Large 0. 0-122, R 1. Rich reddish-violet and 
sea-green toning over both sides, lightening somewhat in the centers. 
Very bold except for the diagnostic weaJoiess on the stars to the 
right. 

326 1832 MS 62 PCGS. 0-113, R.2. Smoky-violet patina with slight 
blue noted at the margins. Apparently the weakness noted on the 
horizontal shield lines is characteristic of the variety as it is also on 
the plate coin in Overton. 

327 1834 MS 65 NGC. Large Date. Small Letters, 0-105, R.l. Well 
struck except for an isolated area or two on either side, the coin has 
excellent luster characteristics under an even layering of dove-gray 
patina. This specimen is possibly the finest known 0-105. 

328 1839 Reeded Edge MS 64 NGC. A very scarce and seemingly 
underrated date in the Reeded Edge half series. This is only the third 
example we have handled in the past four years, the others graded 
only XF 45 and MS 62. The central details on Liberty’s hair curls 
and the eagle’s plumage are fully defined, only the five lowest stars 
show any weakness of strike. Brilliant except for a faint edging of 
golden at the margins with a hard, metallic sheen across both sides. 
Population: 9 in 64, only 3 are finer. 


CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

1842-0 Reverse of 1841 XF 40 PCGS. Struck from dies left over 
from the previous year, this is a very scarce issue in any grade with 
Breen calling pieces XF and better “prohibitively rare.” This is an 
original coin that has been left to tone naturally with light gray cen¬ 
ters that deepen gradually to a golden-russet and blue-green at the 


1844 MS 61 ANACS. Quite attractive with magenta and orange-gold 
toning. A small scratch on the reverse was probably the factor that 
precluded a higher grade. 

1850 MS 61 PCGS. Very deeply toned in rose-gray and steel-blue 
shades, with underlying luster most evident in the protected areas. 
This issue has a low mintage of only 227,000 pieces and was also 
extensively melted, so survivors are few, especially in mint state. 
Population: 4 in 61, 4 higher. 

1850 MS 63 NGC. One of the finest known examples of this scarce 
P-mint. This example is fully struck with dove-gray and golden ton¬ 
ing covering both sides. A planchet lamination on the shield on the 
reverse prevents a higher grade. Population: 7 in 63, 1 finer. 

1854 Arrows MS 63 NGC. This piece is characterized by excellent 
luster and light gray and golden toning. Otherwise, a sharply struck 
example of this short-lived type that is minimally abraded. 

1862-S MS 63 NGC. Essentially untoned and exhibiting subdued, 
satiny luster. More than a million pieces were struck of this issue, but 
mint state pieces are scarce from average to gem condition. 
Population: 3 in 63, 2 finer. 

1871-CC VF 35 PCGS. Actually a much rarer date than the 153,950 
mintage figure might suggest. Most of the known specimens are in 
low grades. This conservatively graded VF is a superior, well struck 
example. A few minor marks and abrasions are noted but do not 
detract from the coin’s pleasant appearance. Some light, gray-gold 
patina has gathered on each side. 

1874-CC Arrows AU 50 NGC. The 1874-CC is the key date among 
the short-lived series of Arrows half dollars. Only 59.000 coins were 
produced and there are very few survivors in any grade. Well struck 
in most areas, the surfaces have toned a deep steel-gray with some 
golden undertones. A significant offering for the advanced 19th cen¬ 
tury specialist. Trends $3,100. 

1877-S MS 64 PCGS. A lovely type coin that has sparkling mint lus¬ 
ter beneath the original layers of toning. The centers are medium 
gray and are surrounded at the rims by light antique-gold and gun- 
metal-blue. Fully defined in all areas with razor sharp definition on 
the figure of Liberty and peripheral stars. 

1877-S MS 64 PCGS. In spite of a substantial mintage of more than 
5.35 million pieces, high grade examples of the 1877-S are surpris¬ 
ingly difficult to locate today. This fully struck coin has bright, 
prooflike fields with devices that show a modest cameo contrast. A 
few light abrasions are seen in the fields, abrasions that might not 
keep the coin from grading MS 64 were there not a prooflike finish 
on each side. 

1878 MS 64 PCGS. Despite a rather hefty mintage of 1.3 million 
pieces, very few choice or gem examples of this date are known 
today. This is a visually impressive coin that is fully struck. The sur¬ 
faces exude a warm, lustrous sheen beneath the multi-hued toning 
that covers both sides. A very attractive and original Seated half. 

1879 MS 64 NGC. Semi-prooflike with a moderate overlay of gray- 
rose patina. First year of popular low-mintage dates in the half dol¬ 
lar series, continuing through the following decade. 

1879 MS 64 PCGS. A flashy, semi-prooflike half that is attractively 
toned over both sides in shades of light gray, blue, and golden-rose 
with a light, gray-brilliant obverse center. Fully struck. 

1879 MS 66 PCGS. Every student of numismatics knows the Seated 
halves of the 1880s are rare in mint state, but they often forget that 
the 1879 is just as rare. Of the 4,800 business strikes made in 1879, 
17 have been graded MS 66 with 6 higher. This piece exhibits attrac¬ 
tive, multi-hued toning on each side. 

1881 MS 64 NGC. With only 10,000 business strikes produced this 
year, the 1881 (along with other low mintage dates from this decade) 
has long been sought out because of its perceived rarity. This nicely 
toned coin is fully original and shows the semi-prooflike fields com¬ 
mon to many business strikes from the 1880s. Sharply struck with 
only a few minor abrasions scattered across the surfaces. 
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CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

344 1865 PR 67 NGC. A very low mintage. Civil War era half dollar 
with a total proof production of only 500 pieces. This original spec¬ 
imen shows both colorful obverse and reverse toning in iridescent 
shades of russet, orange, blue, gold, and magenta. The deeply mir¬ 
rored surfaces show clearly under the beautiful colors gained from 
years of storage and the cameo effect on the obverse is particularly 
appealing. Population of just 2 with none higher. A true prize for the 
serious collector. 

345 1871 PR 63 PCGS. Attractive multicolored toning that is light in the 
centers and a bit darker toward the rims. The minimal hairlining vis¬ 
ible would seem more commensurate with a higher grade. 

346 1873 Arrows PR 63 PCGS. The reverse is toned in concentric rings 
of violet and electric-blue. The obverse is considerably deeper, most¬ 
ly blue-green and gray. An important two-year proof type. 

347 1878 PR 65 NGC. Both the obverse and reverse are interestingly 
toned, the obverse exhibits a plethora of iridescent colors, the reverse 
is somewhat deeper and not as bright. The mirrored fields are com¬ 
plemented with moderately frosted devices. An attractive proof 
Seated half dollar. 

348 1880 PR 65 NGC. The obverse is toned in russet and green hues 
while a bit of russet in the reverse lettering partially frames the eagle 
and motto. Population: 25 in PR 65, 8 finer. 

349 1880 PR 65 NGC. Cameo contrast on the devices is visible through 
toning in shades of violet and gold. Flashes of blue iridescence are 
seen about the borders. Choice quality for this low total mintage 
issue. 

350 1884 PR 65 NGC. The watery surfaces are mostly brilliant, show¬ 
ing traces of golden color at the edges. Popular low total mintage 
issue and a scarcity as a gem. 

351 1885 PR 64 PCGS. Brightly mirrored with a few stray hairlines in 
the fields, showing virtually untoned centers surrounded by some 
milky-golden toning at the rims. 

352 1890 PR 65 PCGS. Both sides exhibit amazingly deep mirrors with 
light frosted devices and are framed with peripheral shades of bright 
crimson, violet, and electric-blue, especially on the reverse. A majes¬ 
tic proof type coin. Population: 10 in PR 65, 16 finer. 

353 1891 PR 64 NGC. Splashes of milky patina limit the cameo effect of 
the obverse while the untoned reverse shows excellent contrast. 
Final year of the Seated design. 

CERTIFIED BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

354 1893-S MS 64 NGC. A lightly toned specimen that features a smat¬ 
tering of golden-russet color on each side. Recognized for its scarci¬ 
ty in grades from Good on up, the low-mintage ‘93-S half dollar is 
of comparable rarity in mint state to its more famous silver dollar 
counterpart and is even more elusive in choice and better condition. 
Population: 2 in 64, none higher. 

355 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Good strike with modest luster and light facial 
abrasions. 

356 1907-D MS 65 PCGS. A gem example with deep shades of blue and 
golden toning. Second year of Denver mint production and a scarci¬ 
ty as a gem. Population: 9 in 65, 3 higher. 

357 1909-0 AU 58 PCGS. Luster abounds on this all but new example 
from New Orleans’ last year of issue. An affordable and visually 
comparable alternative to a mint state piece. 

358 1909-0 MS 65 PCGS. Sharp, well frosted surfaces that are outlined 
on both sides in original golden toning. The ‘09-0 is the final year 
of New Orleans production and was struck and saved in limited 
numbers. Population: 5 in 65, none higher. 

359 1915-S MS 65 NGC. Final year of issue for the Barber half, and 
moderately scarce in higher grades. The fulsome mint luster this 
issue is known for is somewhat subdued on this piece by the light 
overlay of gray-golden patina seen on each side. The surfaces are 
near abrasion-free and the striking details well defined in most areas. 
Population: 11 in 65, only 2 finer. 


CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

360 1893 PR 67 NGC. A truly superlative example that displays exquis¬ 
ite, original toning on both sides in shades of gunmetal-blue, gold, 
and crimson. The deeply mirrored surfaces appear to be totally free 
of any distracting hairlines or any imperfections, just what one might 
expect from a PR 67 specimen. NGC has certified only 11 other 
coins in this lofty grade, and it would be hard to imagine a finer 
appearing example. 

361 1899 PR 64 PCGS. Brilliant throughout, the fields show limitless 
depth of mirrored reflectivity and the devices have a modest amount 
of mint frost—enough though to provide a sharp cameo effect. 

362 1899 PR 65 PCGS. Deep, reflective mirrors and extremely frosted 
devices produce a “black and white” cameo in the truest sense of the 
term. This coin earns an “A+” for visual appeal. Only slight cabinet 
friction on the cheek and a few hairlines in the right field preclude a 
higher grade, and then you have to wonder... This kind of look just 
screams, “Take me home.” 

363 1902 PR 66 NGC. Spectacular multicolored toning covers both 
sides and the fields are deeply reflective as well. An attractive proof 
type coin. Population: 7 in PR 66, 2 finer. 

364 1914 PR 65 NGC. The lowest mintage of all proof Barber halves, 
with a tiny mintage of only 380 pieces coined. Many of those have 
been harshly cleaned or otherwise impaired. This high-end example 
displays full mint brilliance and a razor sharp strike, with a moder¬ 
ate overlay of golden-rose and violet patina on each side. Population: 
26 in 65, 11 finer. 

CERTIFIED WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

365 1917 MS 66 PCGS. Simply splendid quality in an early Walker. 
While nice 1917 halves are more easily located than any other date 
in the early series of Walkers, it is rare when one is seen as clean and 
appealing as this coin. Mostly brilliant throughout, the devices are 
sharply struck, and the luster is bright and frosted. 

366 1917-D Reverse MS 64 PCGS. On February 14, 1917, a policy 
change by Mint Director F.J.H. von Engelken caused the mintmark 
to be moved from its conspicuous obverse prominence to a more 
obscure reverse location where it remained for Denver and San 
Francisco issues until 1947, the final year for the Walking Liberty 
half dollar. Although more were minted in 1917 with the mintmark 
on the reverse, very few were saved from circulation, hence, the 
absolute rarity of this piece. The ‘17-D Reverse is also a strike rari¬ 
ty among early Walkers, but this coin is fully defined on the obverse 
and shows good definition on the eagle on the reverse. Mostly bril¬ 
liant, there is just a bit of scattered russet patina noted around the 
right side of the obverse. Population: 38 in 64, only 14 finer. 

367 1918 MS 64 NGC. Superb luster with none of the matte-like granu¬ 
larity usually seen. Lightly toned in places, but mostly uninterrupted 
brilliance. 

368 1918 MS 64 NGC. Another fully struck near-gem of this date, toned 
in orange-gold over the majority of the surfaces. 

369 1918-S MS 62 PCGS. Strong mint luster underlies the richly toned 
surfaces. Downgraded by the presence of several small abrasions on 
the lower half of the obverse. 

370 1920 MS 65 PCGS. Original and quite frosty, being essentially 
untoned on either side. Mid-grade uncirculated examples of this 
issue are seen on a fairly consistent basis, but MS 65 or better pieces 
are rarely offered. 

371 1921 VF 30 PCGS. Sharply detailed with a remarkable amount of 
remaining mint luster that virtually guarantees a premium bid. 
Trends $500 in VF, $1,350 in XF. 

372 1928-S MS 64 PCGS. A well struck, high-end specimen, and like 
any Walking Liberty half dollar from this decade, its availability in 
choice and gem condition is far outstripped by demand. Fully lus¬ 
trous, the obverse exhibits a light layer of golden-russet toning. 

373 1928-S MS 64 PCGS. One of the five most difficult strike rarities in 
the series, the ‘28-S is almost always found weakly struck in the cen¬ 
ters. This piece shows only slight softness up and down the figure of 
Liberty and a bit of weakness on the eagle’s leg. The fields are bright 
and lustrous with just a touch of light color. A small spot is noted in 
the center of the obverse, and a few small abrasions keep this other¬ 
wise-deserving piece from the gem category. 
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374 1929-D MS 65 PCGS. This well struck specimen is brilliant 
throughout and displays thick mint frost. A few minor marks are 
noted but detract little from the visual appeal of this better date early 
Walker. 

375 1929-S MS 64 NGC. While a relatively common coin in XF or lower 
grades, the ‘29-S is quite difficult in AU and especially so in mint 
condition. Striking quality runs the gamut from poor to completely 
struck, and while this piece is not fully struck it is certainly better 
defined than most of this elusive issue. Superb, frosted mint luster, 
the surfaces show only the slightest hint of patina on each side. 

376 1929-S MS 65 NGC. While a relatively common coin in XF or 
lower grades, the ‘29-S is quite difficult in mint condition. Striking 
quality runs the gamut from poor to completely struck, and most 
pieces do not have the zippy luster seen on many S-mints. This coin, 
however, is certainly atypical. The striking details are fully brought 
up, and the surfaces display an enchanting mint luster that sparkles 
through the light, pastel-violet patina. 

377 1934-D MS 64 NGC. Fully lustrous, with lots of cartwheel luster on 
both sides. Untoned, a few small contact marks show in the right 
obverse field. 

378 1934-D MS 65 NGC. Bright and frosty with faint blushes of golden 
toning at the margins. Better struck on Liberty’s head than the typi¬ 
cal ‘34-D. 

379 1934-S MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck and brilliant, but slightly baggy. 
The scarcest 1934-1947 Walking Liberty issue in uncirculated 
grades. 

380 1934-S MS 66 PCGS. An incredibly lovely and wonderfully pre¬ 
served example of this scarce date. Even though the surfaces are 
thoroughly brilliant, the coin still has enough zip to easily carry it 
into the 66 category. Both sides are satiny, the strike is full, and there 
are virtually no marks noted. Population: 13 in 66. none are finer. 

381 1935-D MS 65 NGC. A strong strike for this issue, with splashes of 
violet toning on either side. 

382 1935-S MS 65 PCGS. A shimmering example with frosty features 
of unusual sharpness, one of the chief deterrents in locating a gem. 

383 1936-S MS 65 NGC. Moderately toned in hues of violet with a hint 
of golden color, a boldly struck example. A milling mark shows on 
the eagle’s wing. 

384 1936-S MS 66 NGC. Sharply struck, the silvery sheen of the sur¬ 
faces is accented by light orange and russet tints. 

385 1937-S MS 65 NGC. Both obverse and reverse display light scat¬ 
tered shades of milky-golden toning. 

386 1938 MS 66 PCGS. A splendidly toned, fully struck example of this 
better date Walker from the ‘30s. Toned a lovely gray-lilac with light 
sky-blue and golden peripheries. 

387 1939 MS 67 PCGS. Original blue, green, and russet toning sets off 
good luster and a sharp strike. 

388 1939-S MS 65 NGC. Light gold toning. 

389 1940 MS 66 NGC. Frosty with hints of milky silvery-gray patina. 

390 1941 MS 62 PCGS; 1942 MS 60 PCGS; 1946 MS 63 PCGS; and a 
1946-D MS 63 ANACS, all brilliant examples. (Total: 4 coins) 

391 1941 MS 67 PCGS. Intensely lustrous, with deep mint frost and bril¬ 
liance that is seldom encountered on this or any other issue. 

392 1941-D MS 66 PCGS. Satin luster with the lightest haze of gray- 
brown over otherwise untoned surfaces. 

393 1941 -S MS 65 PCGS. Mark-free surfaces that exhibit blazing luster. 
High grade examples of this short set key are always in demand. 

394 1942 MS 67 NGC. Fully brilliant with intense mint luster and an 
almost total absence of surface marks. 

395 1942-D MS 67 NGC. Completely untoned and blazing-white in 
appearance. A boldly struck gem with superb, satiny surfaces and 
essentially clear of any contact marks. 

396 1942-S MS 65 NGC. Bright and untoned, a typical to slightly above- 
average strike for the issue. 

397 1943-D MS 66 NGC. Untoned on both sides with swirling mint lus¬ 
ter. Fully struck.

Deeply reflective with light toning over each side, 
a slight cameo contrast exists between the devices and the fields on 
the reverse. 

407 1941 PR 65 PCGS. A sparkling Walking Liberty half that has not 
been dulled by cloudy toning as so often seen on these modem 
proofs. 

408 1942 PR 67 PCGS. A near-perfect proof striking that shows light, 
even patina in the central portions of each side and deep peripheral 
color at the margins. 

409 1942 PR 68 NGC. Lovely, deeply reflective surfaces with light frost¬ 
ing on both the obverse and reverse devices. Some golden-amber 
color may be seen at the peripheries. A superb specimen.

410 1951 Cameo PR 64 PCGS. Snowy-white devices with highly reflec¬ 
tive fields. Very scarce as such. 

CERTIFIED EARLY DOLLARS 

411 1799 XF 40 NGC. B-16, BB-158. The so-called “Close 17 Obverse" 
and readily identified by the close proximity of the 1 and 7 in the 
date. Gray-lilac patina covers both sides. There is notable striking 
weakness on the lowest hair curl, the upper curls, and on the reverse 
stars. Struck from an advanced state of the dies with numerous fine 
cracks on each side. 

412 1799 AU 50 PCGS. B-7. BB-156, R.5. A lovely example of this 
variety. The surfaces show some light golden patina that lightens 
noticeably toward the rims. Well defined in most areas, except the 
normally weak center of the reverse, and showing virtually no men- 
tionable abrasions. Much original luster remains. Well within the 
condition census which is listed in the Bowers' reference as (58-55- 
50-50-50-45). 

CERTIFIED GOBRECHT DOLLAR 

413 1836 Gobrecht Dollar Judd-60 Restrike PR 61 PCGS. A restrike 
from Mint Director Snowden's tenure and struck around the same 
time as the Class II and III 1804 dollars, "transitional” half dimes 
and dimes, and other items he manufactured as “trade bait” to use to 
enlarge the Mint’s collection of U.S. coins and medals. Probably 
only 20-40 pieces are known, and this is surely one of the finer 
examples extant. The fields are moderately mirrored, and although 
obviously hairlined, the surfaces possess a certain charm. Both sides 
are toned in shadings of charcoal-gray and iridescent steel-blue in 
equal amounts on both sides. A significant coin and sure to be of 
interest to advanced type collectors. 
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CERTIFIED SEATED DOLLARS 

1841 AU 50 PCGS. Bright, reflective fields with minimal wear. 

1842 MS 64 PCGS. A very attractive specimen with myriad die stri- 
ations in the fields that impart a bright semi-prooflike sheen to the 
coin. Fully struck in all areas with just the slightest hint of golden 
color on each side. There are a few contact marks, but these do little 
to affect the overall eye appeal of this important early Seated dollar. 

1846-0 AU 53 PCGS. A minimally worn example of this early New 
Orleans issue, quite scarce in grades above XF. Hazy golden-steel 
toning dulls the original luster. Trends $1,200 in AU 50, $1,850 in 
AU 55. 

1850-0 XF 45 PCGS. Mottled gray and steel-violet surfaces that 
display a few underlying field marks. Just 40,000 pieces were struck 
and the few survivors are generally well worn. 

1859- S VF 25 PCGS. A scarce issue with only 20,000 pieces struck. 
This coin is well defined for the issue and is remarkably free from 
abrasions. Medium gray patina. 

1860- 0 MS 60 PCGS. Brilliant white and satiny. A few bagmarks, 
but nothing too deep or distracting. Above-average strike and decent 
eye appeal, particularly for the grade. 

CERTIFIED TRADE DOLLARS 

1875-CC MS 60 ANACS. Semi-reflective fields with good luster 
and only a scattering of light abrasions. 

1875- S MS 62 PCGS. A strong strike, with silvery-gray surfaces just 
lacking enough “pop” to qualify for a finer grade. 

1876 MS 62 PCGS. Type One obverse with only three fingers on 
Liberty. Lots of satiny luster highlight this pleasing, moderately and 
nicely toned centennial issue. 

1876 MS 63 PCGS. Full, satiny luster peers out from beneath a layer 
of rich golden toning. The surfaces appear to be consistent with the 
MS 63 grade. This is an attractive, original coin that should please 
the vast majority of collectors. 

1876- S MS 62 PCGS. Very well struck and toned in warm shades of 
gray with a hint of gold. Here’s a perfect example of a mint state type 
coin that, despite a modest grade, should greatly appeal to the major¬ 
ity of collectors. 

1876- S MS 65 NGC. A brilliant, white stunner. This coin is sharply 
struck, with each detail of the devices boldly visible in its superior 
cartwheel sheen. NGC has graded 7 specimens of this issue MS 65, 
and PCGS, 3.

1877- S MS 63 PCGS. Sharply detailed in all areas and covered in a 
a light, hazy gray and golden patina. 

1877-S MS 64 PCGS. Essentially untoned with semi-prooflike lus¬ 
ter on the obverse and only a few modest marks in the fields. 

1877-S MS 64 PCGS. Dazzling cartwheel luster with only a few 
scattered flecks of toning on each side. A near-gem type coin that 
exhibits all the eye appeal of a higher grade piece 

CERTIFIED PROOF TRADE DOLLARS 

1878 PR 64 PCGS. This piece has deep violet and emerald-green 
toning that deepens in the protected areas. More difficult than any of 
the proof-only Trade dollar issues that follow. 

1880 PR 64 PCGS. Easily a gem if not for a single light scratch in 
the right obverse field. The devices are frosty with some light hazi¬ 
ness in the fields. 

1881 PR 63 PCGS. An attractive example of this rare, proof-only 
date. There is an unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity in the 
fields and the surfaces overall are lightly toned with some silver-gray 
color. A thin ring of gunmetal-blue encircles the rims

432 1878 8TF MS 63 PCGS; 1879 MS 63 PCGS; 1881 MS 63 PCGS and 
an 1881-0 MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant and mostly untoned. (Total: 4 
coins) 

433 1878 8TF MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant with two- 
sided reflectivity, scarce on this first year issue. 

434 1878 8TF MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. The watery fields dis¬ 
play a slightly deeper glimmer on the obverse and are accented in 
subtle gray-gold patina. Scarce. 

435 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant 
with exceptionally clean devices for the grade and the issue. A true 
upper-end example of this challenging variety. 

436 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 PCGS; 1880 MS 63 PCGS; 1881-CCMS 
63 PCGS; and an 1882-CC MS 63 PCGS. All pieces are brilliant and 
untoned. (Total: 4 coins) 

437 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Bright sur¬ 
faces with four tail feathers clearly showing. Minimally marked for 
the grade. Scarce as a Deep Mirror Prooflike. 

438 1878-CC MS 64 ANACS. Frosty luster with a few small marks on 
the cheek. Untoned and fully white. 

439 1878-CC MS 66 ANACS. Not too long ago, the ‘78-CC was consid¬ 
ered “just another common date CC dollar.” However, with the 
advent of third-party grading and published population data, this 
issue is now recognized as a median rarity in the CC series and it is 
especially elusive in MS 66 condition.

A sparkling example contrasted 
nicely by fully struck, frosty devices. Untoned save for a hint of 
golden color on Liberty’s cheek.

The striking details on this piece are remark¬ 
ably well defined. All too often this issue is mushy in the centers. 
Brilliant with lovely satin-like luster and a clean cheek to Liberty. 

512 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with satiny brilliance on the 
obverse, just slightly toned at the borders. 

513 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with prooflike tendencies in 
the fields hampered by a slight haziness.

For the 
collector putting together a high quality date set, we could not imag¬ 
ine a flashier dollar from 1894 for the money. 

523 1895-0 XF 45 ANACS. Smooth surfaces with even wear and some 
luster remaining around the devices and lettering. 

524 1896 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Glassy, fully brilliant sur¬ 
faces with a modest amount of field-to-device contrast.

525 1896-0 MS 60 PCGS. Bright, satiny surfaces that are free of toning 
and display little or no contrast between fields and devices. Typical 
quality and appearance for the few mint state survivors of this diffi¬ 
cult date. 

526 1897-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Good contrast shows on 
both sides, with frosted devices showing against mirrored fields. No 
toning is present and the coin is, as one might expect, mostly abra¬ 
sion-free.

The cheek of Liberty is virtually flawless and 
the satiny luster is mostly brilliant except for an occasional fleck of 
golden color here and there. Strong eye appeal on this common, late 
date dollar. 

534 1899-S MS 64 NGC. A scarce late date S-mint dollar that is very dif¬ 
ficult to locate in gem condition. This piece is remarkably clean with 
surfaces that suggest an even higher grade but is possibly held back 
by a reeding mark on the eagle’s breast. Gorgeous multicolored ton¬ 
ing on the obverse with a uniform, orange-gold cast on the reverse. 

535 1899-S MS 65 PCGS. A second example of this scarcer issue. This 
piece is fully brilliant and untoned. 

536 1900-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A dazzling, near-gem 
example. Well struck for the issue, with a high degree of brilliance 
rarely seen on this date. Late date O-mint dollars are very scarce in 
DMPL. 

537 1900-S MS 65 Prooflike ANACS. Attractive silvery centers are neat¬ 
ly framed by orange and russet peripheral toning. A difficult late date 
prooflike. 

538 1900-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and quite well 
struck over Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast. Like all 20th cen¬ 
tury Morgans from the San Francisco mint, the 1900-S is very elu¬ 
sive in full DMPL condition. 

539 1901-0 MS 66 NGC. Glimmering mint luster under a wholly origi¬ 
nal blend of rose-gray, bluish-green, and coppery-gold toning. While 
not fully detailed, the underlying surfaces have escaped all but the 
most trivial blemishes. A superb, eye appealing ‘01-0. Population: 
21 in 66, none higher. 

540 1901-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. An elusive issue with 
DMPL qualities, this choice ‘01-0 is essentially brilliant and dis¬ 
plays only nominal field-to-device contrast. Population: 16 in 64, 9 
higher. 

541 1902 MS 65 PCGS. An impressive ‘02-P dollar that is flashy, bold¬ 
ly struck, and shows bright semi-prooflike fields. Splashes of red¬ 
dish-brown toning are seen down the center of the reverse. 

542 1903 MS 66 NGC. A satiny, top quality ‘03-P, nearly void of surface 
blemishes and displaying excellent sharpness in the centers. 

543 1904 MS 64 PCGS. An especially vibrant ‘04-P, fully brilliant and 
lustrous. The cheek is very clean for the issue. 

544 1904-0 MS 66 NGC. Virtually mark-free with shimmering mint lus¬ 
ter and just the slightest blush of silvery-gray patina in the fields. 
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545 1904-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with excep¬ 
tional depth of reflectivity and few appreciable marks. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

546 1882 PR 63 PCGS. Deep multicolored toning overlays both sides, 
only slightly impeding the underlying proof brilliance. 

547 1883 PR 62 PCGS. Noticeably hairlined, but with pleasing cameo 
effect and just a hint of silvery-gray patina in the protected areas. 

548 1891 PR 62 PCGS. Full watery brilliance is visible under a hazy 
steely-gold patina covering both sides. 

549 1896 PR 63 ANACS. Darkly toned primarily in russet, closer inspec¬ 
tion reveals colorful traces of cobalt-blue, magenta and orange 
around the devices, a frosty cheek and relatively few hairlines. This 
piece may be a “diamond in the rough.” 

550 1902 PR 63 NGC. This no-contrast proof derives its grade from the 
slight hairlining that can be seen on each side and also the soft strike 
over the ear of Liberty. If either of these were not present, surely the 
coin would grade higher as there are really no mentionable contact 
marks on either side. Moderate amounts of golden-russet toning 
appear on both sides. 

551 1903 PR 67 NGC. Ultra-flashy surfaces framed in light golden ton¬ 
ing. An upper-end specimen that even shows some contrast between 
fields and devices, something that is not guaranteed on this later-date 
proof. A coin to remember and well worth a premium. Population: 
10 in PR 67, 1 finer. 


CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

552 1922 MS 65 NGC. Frosty white, with satiny, almost matte surfaces. 
Untoned and fully lustrous. 

553 1922-D MS 65 NGC. Sharp and lustrous under a nearly complete 
layer of steel-violet toning. 

554 1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant with flashy mint luster and showing 
the usual lack of highpoint detail in the centers. Still, a clean and 
attractive example of this scarcer mintmarked Peace dollar. 

555 1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and lightly toned with a dark spot at 
the top of the eagle’s wing. 

556 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. A minimally abraded specimen, boldly struck 
for the issue and untoned save for a streak of milky golden patina 
across the obverse. 

557 1925 MS 65 PCGS. A light haze of milky toning rests atop the clean 
surfaces of this lustrous example. Liberty’s cheek is especially free 
of mentionable marks. 

558 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous surfaces, a 
completely untoned example. The strike is bold, and the cheek is 
exceptionally clean. 

559 1926 MS 65 PCGS. A virtually flawless obverse, with only a few 
tiny marks on the reverse. Brilliant and extremely lustrous. 

560 1927-D MS 63 PCI. Outstanding mint luster and quite clean overall 
for the grade. A nice example of this very scarce semi-key Peace dol¬ 
lar. 

561 1927-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright lustrous surfaces with only a few abra¬ 
sions scattered over each side. Reasonably well struck on the 
obverse with some softness evident on the highpoints of the design 
on the reverse.

Strongly reflective fields 
glow with green-gold charm. Only a single mark in the obverse field 
precludes gem status.

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566 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65 PCGS. Frosty and 
quite sharp, with only a couple pinpoint marks on the obverse pre¬ 
cluding an even higher grade. 

Satiny and 
relatively free of marks, with lots of original mint frost on both sides. 
The Pan-Pac quarter eagle is the only gold commemorative of this 
denomination besides the Sesquicentennial, and additional demand 
for this coin comes from collectors who specialize in Panama- 
Pacific Exposition memorabilia. Prices for this issue have also 
reached very reasonable levels in the past two years. 

568 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65 NGC. This issue 
has always been one of the most avidly sought of all U.S. gold com¬ 
ments. One of only two issues to be struck of this denomination, it 
certainly has one of the most interesting designs in U.S. coinage. 
Vibrant yellow color with problem-free surfaces. 

569 1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Round MS 64 NGC. One of the 

rarest and most impressive of all United States coins, the round Pan- 
Pac fifty-dollar represents the ultimate in commemorative coinage. 
Although 1,500 of these were minted originally for sale at the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition, the selling price of the coins ($ 100 each) 
was so high, that fewer than a third were sold. The unsold balance 
was returned to the mint for melting, resulting in a net mintage of 
only 483 rounds. This large, heavy coin (2 1/2 times the weight of a 
double eagle) features the head of Athena on the obverse and her owl 
trademark on the reverse. The example offered here is very choice 
and appealing, with an exceptional reverse. The color is a bright, yel¬ 
low-gold and the surfaces retain their original luster and brilliance. 
This is an excellent opportunity to purchase a nice example of this 
rare issue, that has appeared less frequently in recent years. 

570 1916 McKinley MS 65 PCGS. A strict gem, displaying particular¬ 
ly vibrant mint brilliance and splendid original color. 

571 1916 McKinley MS 66 PCGS. Exceptionally clean surfaces with 
superior luster that swirls around the coin as it is tilted beneath a 
light. A most attractive gem gold commemorative. 

572 1917 McKinley MS 65 PCGS. The strong visual appeal of this coin 
is mostly derived from its pronounced orange-golden and milky- 
white tonal qualities. The scarcer of the two issues. 

573 1922 Grant with Star MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous with smooth 
surfaces. There are virtually no surface blemishes visible to the 
unaided eye, only a glass reveals the tiniest imperfections. A high- 
end coin that is almost gem quality. 

574 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Sparkling mint luster that 
shows rich orange-gold color over most of the coin and a subtle 
olive-green at the periphery on the reverse. Lightly marked. 

575 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Fully defined in all areas 
with deep yellow-gold color and excellent luster. 

576 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 NGC. Deep reddish-orange color 
covers both sides of this radiant coin. A pleasing, problem-free spec¬ 
imen and an issue that drops off dramatically in availability in gem 
condition. 


CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 

577 1851-0 MS 63 NGC. Although this year is one of the more common 
O-mint gold dollars in lower grades, it is a very popular one and is a 
perfect type coin as it is both an O-mint and a Type One. This spec¬ 
imen is well struck with just a little weakness in the centers. It is lus¬ 
trous and presents a deep golden appearance. Population: 11 in 63,9 
finer. 

578 1853-0 MS 61 NGC. The most available Type One O-mint gold dol¬ 
lar and moderately available in mint condition. As such it is a logi¬ 
cal choice for a mint state type set. This is a bright, yellow-gold coin 
that has sparkling luster and a sharp strike. The grade is accounted 
for by the numerous tiny abrasions that pepper each side. 

579 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. A particularly bold specimen, falling 
just short of mint state quality. Even under close examination, virtu¬ 
ally no clash marks are noted. 

580 1855 Type Two XF 45 PCGS. Lightly circulated with no mention- 
able marks, a popular coin in this grade. 

581 1855 Type Two XF 45 PCGS. Clean and well struck with bright sur¬ 
faces—an attractive Type Two.

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1858 MS 60 NGC. A slightly scarcer date, this piece exhibits yel¬ 
low-gold color and an average number of marks for the grade. 

1870 MS 63 NGC. Bright, satiny luster with a slight reddish tint 
over both sides. One of just 6,300 business strikes issued and appar¬ 
ently not hoarded like similar and lower mintage issues in the final 
decade of gold dollar production. 

1875 MS 62 PCGS. One of the most highly acclaimed dates in the 
gold dollar series, the original mintage was a paltry 400 business 
strikes. Only two dozen or so pieces are thought to exist today in 
mint condition. Like all business strikes, a tiny “spine” projects 
downward into the field from Liberty’s throat, and the fields display 
a prooflike finish. The brightly mirrored fields are interrupted by 
numerous tiny abrasions, but this is still a charming example of this 
very elusive, key date issue. Trends $7,000. 

1883 MS 64 PCGS. Semi-prooflike with rich orange-gold color. An 
attractive example from this decade of low-mintage issues. 

CERTIFIED PROOF GOLD DOLLARS 

1883 PR 63 PCGS. Proofs of this year were struck from four dif¬ 
ferent dies and a total of 1,105 pieces were produced. However, for 
a coin struck in such numbers there are surprisingly few select and 
better pieces available today. Most of the proofs sold by the mint 
presumably went into jewelry and relatively few were saved. This is 
a flashy coin that has deeply mirrored fields—an unmistakable 
proof—with distinctive orange-peel surfaces. 

1887 PR 60 ANACS. Considered one of the more available proof 
dates, with a mintage of 1,043 pieces, 1887 gold dollars are actually 
not as frequently encountered as one might imagine when first-strike 
business strikes are factored out from the numbers of purported 
proofs sold over the years. This is a deeply mirrored example that 
shows the pinpoint striking details that only proofs possess. Just the 
slightest contrast is noted between the fields and devices. Light hair¬ 
lines and a few tiny contact marks account for the grade. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

1841- D XF 40 ANACS. A very rare date that is virtually unobtain¬ 
able in higher grades. Most survivors are VF or XF at best and soft¬ 
ly struck. One expert doubted that as many as 55 pieces have sur¬ 
vived in all grades out of the original mintage of 4,164. This piece is 
surprisingly well detailed with little weakness noted on the hair curls 
or eagle’s plumage. An original coin with pleasing, light golden 
color in the fields. Trends $2,750. 

1842- C VF 25 PCGS. It is unlikely that more than 50 1842-C quar¬ 
ter eagles have survived in all grades. The usual specimen is weakly 
struck and heavily worn with pieces seldom found better than Fine 
or VF. The strike on this piece is fairly typical with blunt reverse 
details and, to a lesser degree, some softness on the hair curls on the 
obverse. Bright orange-gold surfaces. Trends $1,175 in VF 20. 

1845 MS 63 PCGS. One of the more available early Liberty quarter 
eagles in circulated grades, but a very elusive one in choice condi¬ 
tion. This specimen is particularly well struck with excellent star, 
hair, and feather definition. It is very lustrous with a bright, green- 
gold patina. Population: 3 in 63, none higher. 

1846-D XF 40 ANACS. Evenly worn with characteristic green-gold 
color, the surfaces are quite clean and attractive for the grade. One 
of the more commonly encountered D-mint quarter eagles and. as 
such, a fine coin for this collector seeking an affordable example 
from the popular Southern mint. 

1846-0 AU 55 PCGS. Attractive, with smooth surfaces and virtual¬ 
ly all its luster remaining. This appears to be Breen-6186, the so- 
called overdate, and to make it even more interesting, the reverse is 
rotated 90 degrees. 

1848 AU 50 PCGS. Long recognized as a rare date, the 1848 is 
much scarcer than its mintage of 7,497 pieces would indicate. It is a 
condition rarity as well, with only the appearance of a couple AU- 
BU pieces on the market in the past 15 years helping to alleviate the 
situation. This is a well struck coin with the characteristic softness 
on the eagle’s leg and neck being the only areas of striking weak¬ 
ness. The fields are somewhat reflective and there are myriad 
planchet striations on the reverse. There is a small pinscratch above 
the eleventh star, but this is the only detracting feature on the coin. 

1848-D Fine 15 PCGS. A low grade example of this commonly 
encountered D-mint quarter eagle. Even wear with no mentionable 
abrasions. 


595 1850-0 XF 45 PCGS. Very scarce in all grades and, characteristic of 
all examples known of this issue, the hair curls of Liberty and the 
feathers on the eagle are softly impressed. Scarce in XF, coins in 
higher grades are very rare. Unlike many specimens seen of this 
date, however, this coin is not too heavily abraded. 

596 1852 MS 62 NGC. Frosty yellow-gold with a slight orange tint in the 
protected areas. One of the more available early dates in mint state 
and popular as such. 

597 1854-0 AU 55 NGC. The ‘54-0 is one of the few branch mint issues 
from this era that can be located in AU condition and still not cost 
more than a thousand dollars. This is a bright, minimally worn piece 
that shows the usual softness of strike in the centers and a few small 
field marks on the reverse. 

598 1854-0 MS 60 NGC. One of the more available O-mints from this 
era in circulated conditions, this one is very elusive in mint state. In 
fact, both services combined have certified only 7 uncirculated 
examples to date. This example is fully lustrous with some green- 
gold patina. Some softness of strike on the reverse limits the grade. 
Clean and virtually unmarked. 

599 1855-C VF 25 PCGS. The 1855-C has the lowest mintage of any 
Charlotte quarter eagle with only 3,677 pieces struck. It is very rare 
with an estimated 60-65 coins known in all grades. This piece is fair¬ 
ly typical with a uniform weakness of detail on the reverse. Light in 
color and showing no detracting blemishes. Trends $ 1,350 in VF 20. 

600 1873 Closed 3 MS 62 NGC. Moderately scarce as an issue and 
slightly more difficult than the Open 3 variety. Satiny and bright, 
with only a hint of softness on the eagle’s left leg. 

601 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Only lightly abraded, the coin has superb mint 
luster and distinctive reddish color over both sides. Reasonably well 
struck for a coin of this era, with slight softness evident on the 
eagle’s leg. 

602 1879 MS 62 NGC. A bright, semi-prooflike specimen that is avail¬ 
able in mint state in far smaller quantities than the more common 
dates from the 1900s and is quite scarce as the grade exceeds MS 62. 

603 1879 MS 63 PCGS. Razor sharp with intense satiny brilliance 
throughout and a rich golden color. A scarcer date in comparison to 
20th century issues of this type. 

1882 MS 61 PCGS. Fully struck with bright prooflike fields and 
much deep orange-gold color. A few minor marks in the fields limit 
the grade. A much scarcer issue with only 4,000 pieces struck. 

1884 AU 58 PCGS. A fully struck example of this somewhat scarcer, 
low mintage issue that shows light friction in the fields. Only 1,950 
business strikes were produced of this date. Trends $725 in AU 55, 
$1,700 in MS 60. 

1888 MS 63 NGC. Minimally abraded with a bright, satiny finish 
and the usual striking deficiency in Liberty’s hair curls. Scarcer date, 
one of 16,001 business strikes issued. 

1907 MS 67 NGC. An impeccable quarter eagle that is at the pinna¬ 
cle of preservation. The surfaces are exceptionally lustrous and show 
a pleasing interplay of olive and rich golden-orange. Fully struck and 
showing virtually no post-striking impairments. Population: 4 in 67, 
2 finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

608 1906 PR 60 PCGS. While not considered a rare proof date, we have 
not handled many examples of this issue over the past few years. 
Now, we have two proofs in the same auction. Of the 160 pieces 
originally produced, today perhaps as many as 65 exist in all grades. 
While this is certainly not one of the finer ones extant, it is immedi¬ 
ately recognizable as a proof by its deeply reflective fields and intri¬ 
cate striking details. The grade is explained by the noticeable hair¬ 
lining in the fields. 

609 1906 PR 62 PCGS. The second of two proofs of this date, the hair¬ 
lines and small contact marks that account for the grade of this piece 
are subdued by a lovely overlay of deep red-golden toning. Still, a 
deeply reflective coin with considerable eye appeal remaining. A 
rare opportunity to purchase an attractive example of affordable 
proof gold. 
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CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

610 1908 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous, with an average strike. Popular as the 
first year of this new, unusual type. 

611 1908 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck (except at the top of the eagle’s 
wing as always) with sparkling lustrous surfaces. 

612 1908 MS 64 PCGS. The bright, satiny mint luster shows a light 
overlay of reddish patina. Well struck except at the top of the eagle's 
wing, as always. 

613 1909 MS 64 PCGS. A fully struck coin that has excellent luster and 
subtle coloration. A high-end piece that closely resembles an MS 65. 

614 1910 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with pale yellow-gold color. 

615 1911 -D AU 53 NGC. A nice enough coin for the grade that shows a 
few shallow field marks on the reverse. The mintmark is very well 
defined for this key issue. 

616 1911-D AU 58 PCGS. Rich orange-gold coloration with very light 
wear and a sharply punched mintmark. Affordable and collectible 
quality for this popular key. 

617 1911-D MS 62 NGC. A solid mint state example of this scarce, key 
issue in the Indian quarter eagle series. Fully struck with a sharply 
defined mintmark, the basic green-gold color of the coin has taken 
on a rich overlay of reddish patina that is most attractive. A few field 
marks account for the grade. 

618 1911-D MS 62 NGC. Fully lustrous with a strong overlay of red¬ 
dish-coppery color on each side. The mintmark is strong and the 
strike overall is well brought up in all areas. A scarce mint state 
example of this rare key date issue. 

619 1912 MS 64 PCGS. Full, pinpoint striking details throughout with 
smooth, lustrous surfaces that are relatively undisturbed by the abra¬ 
sions that usually plague this issue. 

620 1914-D MS 62 NGC. As the third rarest date in the series, trailing 
only the 1911-D and 1914, the 1914-D is an elusive issue and one 
that is in constant demand by collectors attempting to complete sets 
of this short series. 

621 1915 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with beautifully variegated coppery- 
red and lilac patina. Excellent mint luster. 

622 1925-D MS 63 NGC. Bright and frosty with smooth surfaces. 

623 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Even, reddish-golden color and fully defined 
in all areas with no large or objectionable marks. 

624 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Bright overall, the obverse has a dazzling 
yellow-gold center with a deeper reddish hued periphery, while the 
reverse is mostly a deep coppery-reddish color. Fully struck. 

625 1927 MS 63 PCGS. Very appealing and easily finer, save for a few 
noticeable marks on each side. 

626 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and intensely lustrous with no 
mentionable abrasions on either side. Superior quality. 

627 1928 MS 63 PCGS. Exceedingly lustrous with rich golden-orange 
color throughout. Only a few stray field marks preclude a higher 
grade. 

628 1929 MS 62 PCGS. Very lustrous and bright, a few abrasions in the 
fields limit the grade. 

629 1929 MS 62 NGC. Bright and well struck, but with an average num¬ 
ber of marks for the grade. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

630 1855 MS 61 NGC. The 1855 may be regarded by specialists as “no 
big deal,” and indeed it is one of the more available early date threes. 
However, when contrasted to a truly common date, such as 1854, 
one immediately notes that the mintage of the 1855 is about one- 
third that of the ‘54, and in mint state it is at least two dozen times 
rarer. This piece is very well struck with smooth, silky luster that 
graces both sides of the coin. There are a few abrasions noted on 
each side that restrict the grade, but do not really detract from its eye 
appeal. 


1861 AU 50 PCGS. A popular Civil War issue, one of just 5,959 
pieces struck for circulation and well above the average encountered 
grade of VF 35. Sharply struck with a light reddish tint in the cen¬ 
ters. 


CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 

1809/8 AU 50 PCGS. One of the more frequently encountered dates 
of the John Reich design for half eagles, the 1809 has the added 
appeal of also being an overdate. The underdigit on this coin is faint, 
but still discemable, within the lower loop of the 9. A bit weakly 
struck, the surfaces show rich orange-gold color, minimal abrasions, 
and noticeable portions of mint luster surrounding the devices. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 

1834 Plain 4 XF 45 NGC. Bright surfaces exhibit relatively sharp 
definition in the centers. Popular initial year of the Classic Head 
type. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

1839 MS 61 NGC. First year of the modified design by Christian 
Gobrecht. While many first year type coins were saved at the time of 
issue, there was almost no collector base in this country in 1839 that 
collected each date and mintmark in a given series. As a result, the 
survival of coins such as the 1839 half eagle was more a matter of 
chance than design. This is a charming example that has greater eye 
appeal than its grade would indicate. The surfaces are lustrous and 
peppered with only slight abrasions, and the striking details are 
uncommonly bold. Trends $3,150 in MS 60, $8,500 in MS 62. 

1841-C VF 20 PCGS. A moderately wom example of this scarce 
Charlotte half eagle. The overall surfaces show a pronounced green- 
gold color with sharply contrasting reddish accents on the high- 
points. A long scratch traverses the back part of the face of Liberty, 
this being the most obvious surface flaw. 

1841-C AU 50 PCGS. A scarce Charlotte half eagle with a mintage 
of only 21,467 pieces. Of that number it is estimated that today per¬ 
haps as many as 75-80 coins remain in all grades. There are an esti¬ 
mated 5-6 uncirculated pieces known with only a few more in AU. 
This piece is fairly typical for the issue with a strong strike, and sur¬ 
faces that show the numerous, small handling marks common to 
most surviving specimens. This piece has even green-gold color with 
none of the reddish patina often seen. Trends $3,450. 

1841-D XF 40 PCGS. One of the more readily obtainable Dahlonega 
half eagles, this piece has bright orange-red color and is somewhat 
softly struck. 

1843-0 AU 53 PCGS. Large Letters. The more frequently seen of 
the two varieties, but not significantly more available than the Small 
Letters. When both varieties are combined, the ‘43-0 is at least a 
high R.6 in AU condition with an estimated 12-13 pieces believed 
known. This is a choice example that is well struck for a coin from 
this era. It appears that the reverse was either heavily lapped or 
weakly impressed into the die, causing the design elements to not be 
fully articulated on that side. Not as extensively abraded as most 
examples seen, this is quite a nice example of this scarcer issue. 
Trends $2,800 in AU 50. 

1846 AU 58 PCGS. Small Date. Distinctive yellow-gold color with 
virtually all of the mint luster intact. The scarcer of the two 1846 
varieties and just the slightest friction from mint state. 

1848-D AU 55 PCGS. A scarce Dahlonega half eagle that is consid¬ 
erably more difficult to locate in all grades than the previous five 
years from this mint. The 1848-D is a very elusive item any finer 
than XF with only a handful of pieces having been so graded since 
the early 1920s. This is an especially pleasing coin that has bright 
fields that show much of their glimmer despite five points of wear. 
Well struck, there are a few minor abrasions on the obverse. 

1849 AU 55 NGC. Bright yellow-gold with some softness and a few 
marks on the reverse. Scarce in AU and better condition. 

1850 XF 45 NGC. A scarcer and underrated P-mint issue, this piece 
was lightly struck on an olive-gold planchet and shows few abra¬ 
sions. 

1854-D XF 45 PCGS. One of the more commonly encountered 
Dahlonega half eagles, this ‘54-D is well defined with noticeable 
portions of mint luster still evident in the more protected areas. 
Minimally abraded. 
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644 1854-D MS 61 ANACS. By Dahlonega gold standards, the ‘54-D 
half eagle can be considered relatively common, even in grades 
approaching mint state. Strict uncirculated pieces, however, are a 
prized item among rare gold specialists. The example offered here 
has deep yellow-gold color and nearly full mint luster. The strike is 
well defined in the centers with the only noticeable deficiency being 
an occasional softness on the denticles, as is standard for the date. 
High on the condition census scale for this popular D-mint five. 

645 1855-C VF 20 PCGS. Softly struck, as usual for a branch mint issue 
from this era, with even wear and problem-free surfaces for the 
grade. With a mintage of only 39,778 pieces, this date is elusive at 
any grade level. 

646 1856-0 AU 53 NGC. This is a rare and valuable New Orleans No 
Motto five that has a correspondingly low mintage of only 10,000 
pieces. It is a very rare item in strict AU condition and in mint state 
only 1 coin has been certified by either of the major services (an 
NGC MS 61). This coin has an impressively strong strike on both 
sides, but there are several noticeable, crisscrossing pinscratches in 
the upper reverse field to the left of the eagle’s head. Bright overall 
with attractive reddish-orange color. Trends $5,250 in AU 50. 

647 1856-S XF 45 NGC. A moderately scarce No Motto date that 
becomes quite elusive and expensive in AU and better grades. This 
is a well struck piece with no distracting abrasions and bright gold¬ 
en color on each side. 

648 1858-C XF 45 NGC. A very scarce Charlotte half eagle in all grades 
and considered a low R.6 in XF condition. This piece is well struck, 
as is often the case, and the surfaces are bright with a number of 
small to moderate sized abrasions on each side. 

649 1866 AU 55 PCGS. First year of the new design and a collectible 
coin for that reason, but the 1866 is, as well, a rare date with few sur¬ 
vivors extant above the XF level. This is a mostly lustrous example 
with a strong, sharp strike and rich green-gold color. Lightly and 
inoffensively marked. Tied with eight other pieces for third finest 
graded (PCGS and NGC have both graded an AU 58). 

650 1868 XF 40 PCGS. An elusive With Motto half eagle, one of 5,700 
pieces struck and rarely encountered in any grade. The once 
prooflike surfaces are particularly bright for a coin of this grade and 
display the normal amount and severity of abrasions. 

651 1869-S VF 20 PCGS. This is a fairly typical grade for this scarce 
date with very few pieces known above VF. An original, problem- 
free coin with some reddish color around the devices. 

652 1871-S XF 45 NGC. A difficult S-mint five, especially in grades 
above XF, this example has traces of mint luster around the devices 
and no distracting marks. 

653 1873 Closed 3 MS 62 PCGS. Scarce, especially in higher grades, 
the Closed 3 is very elusive in mint condition. A bit softly struck in 
the centers, the surfaces overall are surprisingly clean for a coin of 
this grade, and there is a noticeable accent of reddish color toward 
the rims. 

654 1877-S XF 45 PCGS. A very scarce With Motto half eagle that is sel¬ 
dom seen in any grade but is especially elusive better than XF. This 
is a reasonably well detailed piece that shows no large or distracting 
marks and has an overlay of light reddish color. Trends $1,250. 

655 1879-S MS 61 NGC. A decent uncirculated example of a date that is 
difficult in higher grades. Bright and well struck. 

656 1879-S MS 61 NGC. Minimally abraded with shimmering mint bril¬ 
liance throughout. The ‘79-S five is relatively obtainable in AU 
grades, but strict mint state pieces are quite scarce and almost always 
heavily abraded. Trends $875 in MS 60, $1,800 in MS 62. 

657 1882 MS 64 NGC. Superb mint luster and sharply defined through¬ 
out. Both sides are framed by a distinctive ring of olive-gold patina. 
A nice type coin. Population: 25 in 64, none finer 

658 1886 MS 63 NGC. A scarcer issue in mint condition, this richly col¬ 
ored piece shows shimmering mint frost (unusual as most are 
prooflike), and is well struck in most areas. 

659 1888-S MS 60 NGC. Sometimes confused as a common date, one 
cannot argue with the population figures. The surfaces exhibit a rich, 
yellow-gold appearance and, there are no heavy abrasions to report. 
Population: 10 in 60, 10 finer (11/95). 

660 1891-CC MS 60 NGC. Sharply struck and fully lustrous, this is a 
solid mint state example of this popular Carson City issue. 


661 1891 -CC MS 62 NGC. A well struck example of this popular Carson 
City half eagle. Lustrous and original, only a few too many light 
field marks preclude a select rating. 

662 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny in appearance with a bold strike and a bit 
more flash on the reverse. Only nominally abraded, this scarcer half 
eagle issue is rarely seen finer. 

663 1893-S AU 58 NGC. Well struck with an unusual rose-gold patina. 

664 1893-S MS 62 NGC. Uncommon in mint state and very difficult in 
the better grades of uncirculated. This is a sharply struck piece with 
bright satiny luster. Trends $550. 

665 1894-S AU 58 PCGS. A very scarce coin in AU and especially diffi¬ 
cult in mint condition. This is a sharply struck piece that has bright, 
semi-prooflike fields and a few scattered abrasions. Coins like this 
remind one that the line between AU and mint state is quite subjec- 


666 1896 MS 63 NGC. Mildly prooflike and very close to choice quali¬ 
ty. P-mint production of half eagles was reduced to just 58,960 coins 
in 1896 and pieces grading finer than this one are quite scarce. 

667 1898-S MS 62 NGC. Vibrant color and luster, as often found on this 
scarcer S-mint five. Population: 24 in 62, 15 higher. 

668 1899 MS 62 NGC. An essentially mark-free example, satiny in tex¬ 
ture and struck with pinpoint sharpness. The smooth surfaces make 
one think of a higher grade. 

669 1901/0-S MS 63 PCGS. A pleasing coin with good luster and rich 
golden color. The underdigit is quite pronounced, showing the inner 
and outer curve of the 0 at the top right. 

670 1904 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous and sharply struck. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY HALF EAGLE 

671 1880 PR 61 PCGS. While the business strikes of 1880 are among 
the most common dates of the series, proofs are extremely rare. Only 
36 were originally minted and it is estimated that today possibly 
fewer than ten survive in all grades.This piece has exceptionally 
deep mirrors in the fields with high-contrast devices that are heavily 
frosted. Small chatter is seen on each side accounting for the grade, 
but the eye appeal of this coin is clearly beyond the stated grade. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

672 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with satiny luster and light reddish 
color. Sharp looking coin for the grade. 

673 1908 MS 62 NGC. An exceptionally smooth example. 

674 1909 MS 64 PCGS. Fully detailed in all areas with remarkably 
clean surfaces throughout. Light golden hue. Definitely a premium 
coin for the grade. 

675 1909-D MS 61 NGC. The striking details are completely articulated 
and the surfaces overall are exceptionally free from bagmarks. A 
very nice coin for the grade. 

676 1909-D MS 63 NGC. The obverse is very select and only a vertical 
mark on the reverse keeps it out of the 64 column. 

677 1909-D MS 64 PCGS. An original piece with pinpoint striking 
details, there is a rich overlay of reddish-russet patina. 

678 1909-0 AU 55 PCGS. A bit softly struck, as is always the case for 
this rare issue, but the mintmark is better formed than usual. This is 
one of the finer examples we have seen recently and at the AU level 
it represents an important opportunity for the collector of this diffi¬ 
cult series. Only 34,200 pieces were struck and this issue is the pre¬ 
mier rarity in the series and indeed is one of the major rarities of 20th 
century gold. Light reddish color is seen on each side. Several field 
marks need to be noted: a short one is seen in the upper obverse field 
below the TY in LIBERTY, and a series of parallel scratches are pre¬ 
sent in the area of the motto on the reverse. 

679 1910-D MS 62 PCGS. While not a significantly higher priced issue, 
the 1910-D is the second scarcest D-mint in the series behind only 
the rare 1911 -D. Well struck and fully lustrous, the surfaces of this 
piece are remarkably clean and show an attractive overlay of reddish 
patina. 

680 1910-D MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with attractive color and mint lus¬ 
ter. A few field marks on each side account for the grade. 
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681 1911 -S MS 62 NGC. While readily available in circulated grades, 
Akers sees the issue as very scarce in mint state. This piece exhibits 
satiny luster with minimal contact marks for the grade. Trends $750. 

682 1912 MS 63 PCGS. The soft, satiny luster shows a few small abra¬ 
sions. 

683 1912-S MS 62 PCGS. A lustrous example of this conditionally 
scarce issue, held back in grade by a few minor obverse marks. 

684 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with complete, unbroken luster 
and showing a few scattered marks over the surfaces. 

685 1913 MS 63 NGC. This coin presents a warm, golden glow and 
would make the perfect addition to a gold type set. 

686 1914-D MS 64 PCGS. A scarcer D-mint five Indian that is usually 
only seen in MS 63 or lesser grades. This piece has excellent mint 
luster and fine grain matte-like surfaces. While bringing no premium 
in lesser grades, it is a condition rarity in MS 64 and above. 

687 1915 MS 64 PCGS. Mint state examples of this issue generally 
come nice and this piece is no exception. Both sides offer razor sharp 
definition and exhibit a medium-gold patina. 

688 1916-S MS 62 NGC. Quite frosty and, while moderately abraded, its 
rich colorations give the appearance of a higher grade coin. The 
1916-S is the most obtainable San Francisco half eagle of this type, 
with most specimens in the MS 61 to MS 62 grade range. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 

689 1840 XF 45 NGC. Well struck with traces of mint luster around the 
devices and one reeding mark on Liberty’s face. Trends $950. 

690 1840 AU 50 PCGS. An above average example of this scarce early 
Coronet ten. The average grade for the 1840 is VF 28 as computed 
by David Akers in his work on the series. This is an original coin 
with a bright golden appearance. Well struck except on Liberty’s hair 
curls, the small marks or abrasions present are only those consistent 
with the grade. 

691 1840 AU 50 NGC. A very scarce early Coronet ten that is most often 
seen in VF-XF grades and is all but unknown in mint state. This 
piece is bright in appearance and, except for some localized weak¬ 
ness in the stars, boldly defined in other areas. 

692 1843 XF 45 NGC. A conditionally scarce Coronet ten that is espe¬ 
cially elusive above VF. This is a bright, evenly worn example show¬ 
ing only a few modest field marks. 

693 1844-0 XF 45 PCGS. Generally well struck for the grade with 
numerous small, but individually insignificant marks and traces of 
luster around the devices. Trends $775. 

694 1846/5-0 XF 45 NGC. A very scarce No Motto ten. In XF condi¬ 
tion it is considered to be an R.6 coin and is very elusive any finer. 
As an overdate, it is an even rarer item. The knob of the 5 can be 
clearly seen within the loop of the 6, and the mintmark is directly 
over the EN of TEN, thus distinguishing this coin as the more com¬ 
monly seen variety of the two known overdates. Sharply struck in all 
areas, the bright green-gold surfaces show numerous tiny abrasions 
peppered across each side but the only one worthy of mention is a 
scrape below the ES of STATES. Trends $1,750. 

695 1848 XF 45 NGC. A scarcer date and the first example we have sold 
in quite some time. Well struck with pleasing, problem-free surfaces. 
Scarce so fine. Trends $525. 

696 1848-0 XF 40 NGC. A very scarce and largely underappreciated 
issue in the No Motto series. The ‘48-0 is probably the worst pro¬ 
duced O-mint ten-dollar from the 1840s. This piece is softly 
impressed with green-gold color, as usual, but the surfaces overall 
are bright and show deep reddish-brown patina in the protected areas 
of the reverse. 

697 1849 AU 58 NGC. One of the more available dates in the 1840s with 
the occasional mint state coin even available, albeit quite expensive. 
This piece is just a whisper away from mint condition with slight 
friction in the fields and on the devices. Numerous small contact 
marks pepper each side. Well struck in the centers with some soft¬ 
ness on the obverse stars. 

698 1850 Small Date XF 45 NGC. The scarcer of the two varieties and a 
difficult coin in any grade. This piece is softly struck and shows 
pleasing mellow yellow-gold color, with much underlying mint lus- 


699 1851-0 AU 50 NGC. Only a moderately scarce issue but increasing 
dramatically in rarity in AU condition. This is a well struck coin with 
bright surfaces and no objectionable abrasions. 

700 1853/2 AU 53 PCGS. Very rare in any condition, AU is as fine an 
overdate as one will find as mint state pieces are unknown. Fewer 
than 35 AU coins have been certified by the major services. Well 
struck in the centers with slight softness on the peripheral stars. 

701 1854-0 Small Date AU 50 PCGS. The more frequently encoun¬ 
tered of the two date varieties, this Small Date piece is one of the few 
examples known in AU condition. The vast majority of survivors are 
in the VF-XF grade range. The striking details are a bit soft, but there 
are good portions of mint luster remaining around the devices. 
Lightly abraded, the only mark of note is seen below the eagle’s head 
on the reverse. Trends $1,600. 

702 1855-0 XF 45 NGC. An exceptionally rare O-mint No Mono ten 
with only 18,000 pieces struck, but the mintage does not begin to 
convey the true rarity of this issue. There are very few ‘55-0 tens 
known in any grade, and accurately graded XF pieces (such as this 
one) are quite rare. As with all the surviving specimens, this piece is 
softly struck in the centers and minimally abraded for a coin with 15 
points of wear. 

703 1856-S AU 50 PCGS. Large S The scarcer of the two mintmark 
varieties for this elusive issue. Even tougher than its mintage of 
68.000 pieces would suggest, the 1856-S eagle is most often seen 
well worn and usually tops out in XF condition. The present exam¬ 
ple is a trifle soft on the highpoints, but retains considerable 
prooflike luster about the devices. 

704 1858-0 XF 40 PCGS. One of the more common mintmarked No 
Motto tens, made so by the existence of a small hoard that entered 
the market in 1985. This piece is atypically nice for the hoard coins, 
with the surfaces much cleaner than usually seen. Well struck in 
most areas with light color overall. 

705 1860 XF 45 NGC. A scarcer date, particularly in a higher grade. This 
coin is very sharply struck and a great deal of satiny luster is still vis¬ 
ible. 

706 1861 AU 58 PCGS. Fully detailed and just a whisper of obverse fric¬ 
tion from mint state. Like any No Motto ten, rare in full uncirculat¬ 
ed condition. Trends $875 in AU 55, $3,650 in MS 60. 

707 1865-S 865 Over Inverted 186 XF 40 ANACS. A very interesting 
"overdate” that has the first three digits of the date logotype punched 
upside down in the exergual area. While not a unique occurrence, 
such upside down punches are rarely encountered. The inverted date 
is very scarce, but actually not as infrequently seen as the normal 
date. Normally only seen in Fine or Very Fine condition, this piece 
is far above average and is, in fact, one of the better pieces known. 
Softly struck, as usual, the surfaces show an even reddish patina and 
only a couple of minor marks above the eagle. Trends $6,350 in XF 
40. 

708 1868 XF 45 PCGS. Only 10,630 business strikes were produced of 
this scarcer With Motto issue. The majority of survivors are in the 
VF and XF grade range, this piece being 15 points finer than the 
average grade usually seen. The coin retains much prooflikeness in 
the fields and a light accent of rose colored patina is noted at the 
peripheries. Sharply struck, there are a few medium sized abrasions 
scattered over each side but none are concentrated in a single area. 

709 1870-S XF 40 PCGS. A very scarce issue from a mintage of just 
9,000 pieces and an extreme condition rarity as well, seldom being 
seen above the XF level. No mint state pieces are known. This is a 
very nice piece with decent details for the grade, surprisingly few 
contact marks, and bright golden color. 

710 1871-S XF 45 NGC. An extremely rare S-mint ten with a mintage 
of only 16,500 pieces. Not only is this an absolute rarity, but it is an 
important condition rarity as well that is considered "prohibitively 
rare above VF’ by Breen. The coin has bright, semi-prooflike fields, 
and the striking details are generally well brought up. 

711 1878-S AU 50 PCGS. Another branch mint date in the series that is 
a very difficult one, and for years was considered common. Very few 
are actually known and many of those that are grade XF and below. 
The bright surfaces still show small portions of mint luster and the 
coin overall has a pronounced reddish cast with even deeper cop¬ 
pery-reddish streaks on the reverse. Well struck with several notice¬ 
able field marks. Trends $2,500. 
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712 1879 AU 58 NGC. Believed by the consignor to be an overdate, we 
cannot confirm that belief. All we see is some fuzziness in the lower 
loop of the 9, but no convincing details of an underdigit. Sharply 
struck with excellent remaining luster. 

713 1880 MS 62 PCGS. Splendid original color atones for a few more 
serious obverse blemishes. Fairly common in lesser grades of uncir¬ 
culated, the population of 1880 eagles thins out rapidly in grades 
higher than this attractive coin. 

714 1880 MS 62 PCGS. A frosty pinkish-gold specimen. Although plen¬ 
tiful in lesser grades of uncirculated, choice 1880 tens are not corn- 


715 1882-CC XF 45 PCGS. An extremely rare Carson City ten, one of 
the rarest in all grades. The original mintage was only 6,764 pieces 
and of the survivors very few are seen above the XF level. This is an 
especially choice XF with some AU tendencies. Bright surfaces with 
fair amounts of luster remaining and faint bits of reddish color 
around the outer devices. 

716 1882-0 AU 55 PCGS. Mildly prooflike with noticeable softness on 
the obverse stars. A low mintage (10,820 pieces) and conditionally 
rare New Orleans ten found most often in VF to XF grades. Only a 
handful of uncirculated coins are known, placing this flashy exam¬ 
ple at or near condition census. 

717 1883-CC XF 45 PCGS. An original example of this scarce Carson 
City ten-dollar, of which only 12,000 pieces were struck. Rarely 
seen above XF, this coin is an affordable alternative in near-AU con¬ 
dition. The surfaces are deeply patinated with deeper accents of 
color on the highpoints of the design and surrounding the devices. 

718 1884-CC XF 45 PCGS. A scarce date among Carson City tens with 
only 9,925 coins produced, this piece is a bit above average for the 
issue. The devices are still surrounded by traces of mint luster and 
the surfaces overall are free from any troubling abrasions. There is a 
grease stain (as struck) next to star 4 on the obverse. Just a bit soft¬ 
ly struck. 

719 1886 MS 64 PCGS. One of the nicest examples we’ve seen of this 
underappreciated Philadelphia ten. Both sides are minimally abrad¬ 
ed and the obverse displays a streak of bright-golden color. 
Population: 3 in 64, none higher. 

720 1888 MS 61 PCGS. A very elusive ten-dollar Liberty in mint condi¬ 
tion and almost non-existent any finer than the present specimen. 
Well struck, there are numerous small abrasions peppered across 
each side that account for the grade. Population: 10 in 61, only 1 
finer. 

721 1891-CC MS 62 NGC. A sharply struck example of this popular 
Carson City ten. The fields are bright and semi-prooflike and there 
are a few small marks in the fields, none of which are cause for con¬ 
cern. Even yellow-gold color with none of the usually seen coppery- 
reddish hues. 

722 1892 MS 63 NGC. Fully detailed with a bright, semi-prooflike sheen 
in the fields and only a few inconsequential obverse marks. Average 
quality ‘92-P eagles are plentiful, but the appearance of a select 
example is unusual. 

723 1892-S MS 63 NGC. Scarce in uncirculated grades and especially 
elusive in MS 63 with none certified by either service in finer con¬ 
dition. This is a bright coin that has satiny fields. The surfaces are 
lightly marked and sharply struck. A flashy example. Population: 1 
in 63, none finer. 

724 1896 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with excellent mint luster. While 
plentiful enough in this grade, the 1896 is quite elusive any finer. 

725 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with deep golden color and just a 
few small stray marks in the fields. A sharp looking coin for the 
grade. 

726 1901 -S MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined throughout, the fields have a 
bright semi-prooflikeness and there are minimal abrasions on each 
side. A lovely, high-end 64. 

727 1901-S MS 66 NGC. A superlative type piece that has bright, radi¬ 
ant surfaces. The centers are a flashy yellow-gold and tone down 
slightly to a pale orange at the margins. Sharply defined in all areas 
with only the most trivial surface marks. 

728 1905 MS 64 PCGS. Superb luster with rich reddish-orange color. 
Fully struck, this is a charming, near-gem coin that is minimally 
abraded and shows a great deal of eye appeal. 


729 1907 MS 62 NGC. The final year for the Liberty Head design. This 
example has luster and surfaces possibly deserving of a higher 
grade. 

730 1907 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and sharply struck with a few minor 
luster grazes in the fields that prevent a full gem grade. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 

731 1908-D Motto MS 64 PCGS. Because of its rather hefty mintage, 
this conditionally scarce Indian ten-dollar issue has been traditional¬ 
ly underrated in mint state. The ‘08-D Motto is seldom seen in mint 
state condition and is almost never located in grades above MS 63. 
This piece is well struck with attractive satin-like fields and light 
orange-gold color. Minimally abraded. Population: 7 in 64, only 7 
others finer. 

732 1908-S AU 53 NGC. A low mintage scarcity in the ten-dollar Indian 
series, one of just 59,850 pieces struck. This piece is bright and lus¬ 
trous with a small stain below the mono. 

733 1908-S MS 61 PCGS. Lustrous with clean surfaces that give the 
appearance of a higher grade. The third lowest mintage issue of this 
type and most often seen in VF-AU condition. 

734 1910-D MS 64 PCGS. A pleasing coin that has excellent luster char¬ 
acteristics, is sharply struck, and shows only the most trivial abra¬ 
sions. 

735 1910-S AU 55 NGC. Much of the original mint luster still remains 
on this scarcer issue. Clean surfaces. 

736 1911-D MS 60 NGC. One of the premier rarities in the series with 
only 30,100 pieces struck, it is also one of the outstanding condition 
rarities. This is a fully lustrous coin that has a granular texture to the 
surfaces. A couple of marks on the cheek of the Native American 
prevent a higher grade. 

737 1916-S MS 62 PCGS. Soft, satiny luster over granular, matte-like 
surfaces. The devices are a bit softly struck and a few facial marks 
account for the grade. 

738 1932 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous surfaces that are minimally abraded and 
show rich orange-gold color. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

739 1850-0 XF 45 PCGS. Struck in a pale, green gold. Evenly worn and 
free of any obvious marks or defects. A nice representative of this 
scarcer date. 

740 1853 MS 61 NGC. Although struck in significant numbers, very few 
strict mint state survivors exist of the 1853 double eagle. This piece 
is original with full mint bloom and rich golden color. The strike is 
consistently sharp and only a few scattered abrasions tend to limit 
the grade An important Type One twenty in such a well preserved 
state. Population: 1 in 61, 2 higher. 

741 1853-0 AU 50 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold surfaces with excellent 
sharpness. A number of contact marks are seen on each side. 
Liberty’s cheek is particularly abraded. The ‘53-0 is a slightly bet¬ 
ter New Orleans date and is very scarce in grades above XF. 

742 1873-S Open 3 MS 60 AN ACS. The scarcer of the two date varieties 
of this year, and a very difficult coin in mint condition. This piece 
has lovely mint frost and bright yellow-gold color with a single alloy 
spot, that being located on the reverse. Moderately abraded. Trends 
$4,500. 

743 1879-0 AU 53 PCGS. The 1879-0 is one of the few truly rare coins 
in all grades in the Coronet series of double eagles. It is the only 
New Orleans Type Three twenty and as such it is a very popular and 
desirable issue, its mintage was a minuscule 2,325 pieces with most 
of the survivors grading only VF. AU pieces such as this are very rare 
and merit a mid R.7 rating with an estimated 7-9 pieces believed 
extant. As usual, the fields are prooflike, giving the coin an eye 
appeal not normally seen on AU twenties. The striking details are 
well defined throughout. There are numerous small to medium sized 
abrasions, the most obvious seen in the left obverse field below the 
nose of Liberty and a nick below the ear. Peripheral reddish color is 
seen on each side. 

744 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with deep patina. Very scarce 
in finer grades. 
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745 1888-S MS 62 NGC. Fully struck with muted, satiny luster. A con¬ 
dition rarity and seldom seen finer. 

746 1889-CC XF 45 NGC. A median rarity in the Carson City series of 
twenties, this piece still retains considerable remnants of an original 
prooflike finish in the fields. Bright and well struck. A grease stain 
(as struck) shows between stars 3 and 4, and there are a couple of 
scuffs in the lower left obverse field. 

747 1889-S MS 62 NGC. Well struck with even golden-orange color. 
Seldom seen any finer. 

748 1891-S MS 63 NGC. An important condition rarity of which only 
three pieces have been graded finer by NGC. The obverse of this 
piece has a bright, semi-prooflike finish while the reverse shows the 
usual mint frost. Fully struck. 

749 1892-S MS 63 NGC. One of the finest pieces available of this bet¬ 
ter date S-mint, only one coin has been certified in a higher grade by 
NGC. Fully struck and lustrous, there are a couple of grade-limiting 
abrasions on the reverse. 

750 1899 MS 63 ANACS. Light milky toning over satiny, yellow sur¬ 
faces. 

751 1900-S MS 61 NGC. Lustrous, but with numerous small marks and 
hairlines. 

752 1904 MS 61 PCGS. Lustrous with the expected number of contact 
marks. 

753 1904 MS 61 NGC. Quite lustrous, but with numerous small obverse 
marks. 

754 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Soft luster with average marks. 

755 1904 MS 63 NGC. A fully struck, bright coin without any notably 
distracting marks. It is very difficult to determine why this coin did 
not receive a higher grade. 

756 1904 MS 63 NGC. Even luster with a nominal amount of marks. 

757 1904 MS 63 PCGS. We are not sure why this coin is not graded one, 
perhaps two points higher. Superb fields, great color and eye appeal 
make this one of the nicest 63s ever graded. Premium quality 
defined. 

758 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Boldly struck with rich color and deep luster. 

759 1904 MS 64 PCGS. A sharply struck coin with clean, lustrous sur¬ 
faces. 

760 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Remarkably clean, just a couple light marks on 
the obverse from the gem class. 

761 1904 MS 64 PCGS. The smooth mint luster races around the sur¬ 
faces of this lovely coin as it is angled beneath a light. Fully struck 
with a mentionable minor mark above the date. 

762 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Superb fields, great color and good eye appeal 
make this one of the nicest 64s graded. 

763 1904-S MS 63 NGC. Richly colored surfaces, just a few facial marks 
from choice. 


CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

764 1907 High Relief MS 65 ANACS. Wire Rim. A breathtaking, no¬ 
questions gem of this always popular one-year type. With just over 
11,000 pieces struck, there will never be enough High Relief twen¬ 
ties to satisfy collector demand for this truly inspired design. The 
execution of this design in high relief has, to date, been the ultimate 
achievement of the coiner's art—a fact widely recognized and 
reflected in the price of these coins. The surfaces of this coin are 
pristine, showing virtually no post-striking impairments and the 
radiant, satiny luster has a gleam that is unique to High Reliefs. The 
overall effect is one of three-dimensionality, giving this spectacular 
piece more of a look of a medal than a circulating coin. 

765 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 63 NGC. Well struck for the date, 
exhibiting a fresh, satiny brilliance and attractive color. 

766 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant golden-orange surfaces, there are a 
few disturbances in the luster on each side that prevent a higher 
grade, but really possessed of most of the eye appeal of a full gem. 
Most of the pieces coming out of Europe in the past few years have 
been MS 62 or 63, with 64s being above the norm.

767 1929 MS 62 NGC. The 1929 is the first in the end-of-the-series rar¬ 

ities in the Saint-Gaudens series. It is the most obtainable of these 
issues, but nevertheless, a rare date of which approximately 60 
examples may exist in all grades. Above the MS 62-63 level, the 
1929 becomes a significant condition rarity. This piece, though not 
fully struck, is fully lustrous with pinkish tinged satiny surfaces. The 
obverse shows numerous small abrasions but the reverse, if graded 
by itself, would probably merit an MS 64 grade. Population: 12 in 
62, 37 finer. 


CERTIFIED PROOF SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE 
EAGLE 

768 1914 PR 65 NGC. Only 70 proof double eagles were minted in 
1914, and probably even fewer were distributed, this being the sun¬ 
set era of matte proof coinage. As with previous years the estimate 
of the the number of survivors has varied considerably from a low of 
10-15 pieces to 20-25 coins (Akers) with Akers having tracked 14 
proofs in major gold auctions over the decades. We believe that 
somewhere between 20 and 33 examples exist today in all grades. 
Breen states that 1914 proofs have a “coarse sandblast finish." and 
indeed the surfaces do appear to have slightly larger granules than 
other dates. The thousands and thousands of tiny facets on the sand¬ 
blast surface sparkle with a collective radiance that is visually com¬ 
pelling when viewed with magnification. Population: 7 in 65, only 4 
higher. Truly a coin fit for a connoisseur. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

769 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 62 PCGS. A pleasing and originally toned 
example of this very elusive early commemorative. Both sides are an 
even golden-gray throughout with soft, frosted luster underneath. 
Only a few small marks on the jugate busts prevent a higher grade. 

770 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 64 PCGS. The eye appeal is significant 
for a coin of this grade. Each side has several layers of rather deep 
gray toning with some golden highlights, the surfaces are remark¬ 
ably clean for the grade, but there is just not quite enough zip to the 
luster to technically thrust it into a higher grade. 

771 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 64 PCGS. A borderline gem specimen 
toned in blue-green and medium-gray shades with a hint of golden. 
The underlying surfaces are satiny and remarkably free from appre¬ 
ciable marks. Regardless of how one grades this colorful Lafayette 
dollar or how one views the multicolored toning, here is a coin with 
eye appeal that surpasses the vast majority of this popular and con¬ 
ditionally scarce commemorative dollar. 

772 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 64 PCGS. A nice looking Lafayette dol¬ 
lar that is untoned and shows good luster characteristics. The 
obverse has a few small abrasions while the reverse displays several 
more prominent field marks which undoubtedly account for the 
grade. 

773 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 64 NGC. Superb, scintillating mint lus¬ 
ter covers both sides of this essentially brilliant, near-gem dollar. The 
eye appeal is only interrupted by the presence of numerous tiny abra¬ 
sions and small specks of darker color on the obverse. 

774 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 64 PCGS. A very choice example of this 
scarce low mintage commemorative. The surfaces are very lustrous 
and nearly white with just a trace of light gray toning. The fields and 
devices are exceptionally clean with just a few minor marks. 

775 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 65 NGC. An exemplary Alabama that is vir¬ 
tually unmarked. The surfaces have some very light gray-violet pati¬ 
na that is most attractive and could only be original. A rare find in 
gem condition. Population: 103 in 65, 6 finer 

776 1936 Albany MS 66 NGC. Exceptionally clean with satiny surfaces, 
this piece exhibits soft, deep luster and is basically untoned but for 
the lightest of gold-gray casts. 

777 1937 Antietam MS 66 NGC, three pieces. These lovely examples of 
this popular commemorative display varying degrees of original 
issue card toning with two exhibiting the sought after “bulls-eye” 
pattern on the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

778 1937 Antietam MS 66 PCGS Wonderfully preserved beneath allur¬ 
ing lemon-yellow and reddish-gold tab toning. 

779 1937 Antietam MS 66 NGC. Mostly brilliant with shimmering lus¬ 
ter and an almost total absence of surface marks.

Exceptionally clean and frosty for 
this often dullish issue and amazingly free of the normal surface 
marks. Any Arkansas half dollar in MS 66 is very scarce by silver 
commemorative standards. Population: 60 in MS 66, 5 higher. 

1935- S Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. Exceptionally frosty and clean 
beneath delicate layers of silvery-gray and pale violet patina. 

1937 Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. Essentially mark-free, some opaque 
milky patina has gathered on each side. 

1937-D Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. Natural dove-gray and golden pati- 
nation is seen on both sides of this lustrous coin. 

1937-S Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Toned an attractive steel-gray, some 
deep peripheral iridescence is noted on the obverse. Population: 9 in 
66, none finer. 

1939 Arkansas PDS Set PCGS. The Philadelphia coin is MS 64, the 
Denver and San Francisco pieces are each MS 63. All three have 
some light golden-russet colors on both sides, and are well matched. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1936- S Bay Bridge MS 65 NGC, two pieces, one untoned and one 
toned in a uniform light gray. (Total: 2 coins) 

1936-S Bay Bridge MS 67 PCGS. Superb examples of this popular 
type are often deeply toned; not so with this remarkable Bay Bridge. 
The shimmering surfaces are only partially overlaid with the lightest 
of gold overtones. 

1936-S Bay Bridge MS 67 PCGS. Original golden-russet toning 
with traces of magenta is present on both the obverse and reverse, 
and equally proportional on both sides. Well struck and a beautiful 
example. 

1937 Boone MS 67 PCGS. Outstanding quality, displaying surfaces 
that are extremely vibrant, almost prooflike in appearance and tinted 
in lovely bluish-gray patina. Both sides are framed in rich reddish- 
gold shades. 

1925-S California MS 66 NGC. Lightly overlaid with silver-gray 
and golden toning. Lovely strike and surfaces with good eye appeal. 

1936-D Columbia MS 67 PCGS. Satiny and wonderfully preserved, 
with silvery-gray centers giving way to a ring of light golden toning 
about the peripheries. 

1892 Columbian MS 64 PCGS. Frosty with lovely golden toning 
peripherally. 

1893 Columbian MS 65 NGC. Extremely attractive with a mostly 
silver obverse center surrounded by rings of orange, magenta, aqua¬ 
marine, gold, and rose. The back exhibits a green and orange cast. 

1893 Columbian MS 66 NGC. Even prettier than the last, both 
sides exhibit the multi-hued ring of orange, magenta, aquamarine, 
gold, and rose around the centers. 

1893 Columbian MS 67 NGC. And the prettiest... silver accents 
peek from more solid obverse toning in orange, gold, and rose. This 
reverse exhibits a color ring similar to those mentioned previously. 
The only MS 67 graded by NGC for this date with none finer (PCGS 
has also graded one MS 67). An unparalleled opportunity to acquire 
gorgeous color and extreme condition rarity in one coin. 

1935 Connecticut MS 65 NGC. This lovely example has multicol¬ 
ored, iridescent hues overlaying frosty luster on both the obverse and 
reverse. The surfaces are virtually mark-free, and the coin is possi¬ 
bly worthy of consideration for a higher grade. 

1935 Connecticut MS 66 PCGS. A highly lustrous and nearly mark- 
free specimen. There is a small amount of original, issue card ton¬ 
ing: traces of dark russet around the rim and areas of light golden- 
green intermingled with the silver sheen. 

1935 Connecticut MS 66 NGC. A scarcer issue in MS 66 condition. 
This lovely example has an overlay of rich golden toning on the 
obverse with just a hint of color on the reverse. 

1936 Delaware MS 65 PCGS. Very light color can be made out on 
each side. Satiny luster with clean surfaces. 
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1936 Delaware MS 66 PCGS. Some light golden color can be made 
out on each side, shading to iridescent orange about the perimeters. 
Satiny luster with clean surfaces. 

1936 Elgin MS 66 PCGS. Satiny and virtually without marks, this 
piece displays lovely iridescent accents about the borders. 

1936 Elgin MS 66 PCGS. Natural silvery-gray with a small amount 
of pale golden-russet toning toward the edges. 

1936 Gettysburg MS 65 NGC. Somewhat dark toning in shades of 
russet including an issue card “bullseye” on the obverse. 

1922 Grant with Star MS 63 PCGS. This is still an affordable 
grade for this very scarce early commemorative. Higher grades are 
significantly more expensive (and seldom offered). This piece is 
untoned, and there are no mentionable abrasions on either side of 
this rare variety. 

1922 Grant with Star MS 65 PCGS. Die polishing marks are a fac¬ 
tor on all Grant issues and on this coin they have produced a bright¬ 
ness in the fields that renders an almost semi-prooflike appearance. 
Light in color overall with problem-free surfaces. A pleasing exam¬ 
ple of this rare commemorative half. 

1928 Hawaiian MS 65 PCGS. A gem specimen, light in color 
through the centers with light golden toning here and there on the 
obverse and across the entire reverse. Brighter than usual for the 
issue. 

1935 Hudson MS 65 PCGS. In gem condition the Hudson is 
undoubtedly one of the most elusive of all the commemorative silver 
issues. Its smooth surfaces are especially susceptible to abrasions, 
and the marks on this piece are minimal for this difficult issue. 
Attractively toned a rose-gold and light green. 

1935 Hudson MS 65 NGC. Sharp and lustrous for this low-mintage 
issue, with a hint of golden-gray toning across both sides. 

1924 Huguenot MS 66 NGC. A satiny, untoned example. Premium 
quality for the grade with exceptionally clean surfaces and a bold 
strike. 

1946 Iowa MS 66 PCGS. Satiny luster with gray undertones. 

1918 Lincoln MS 66 PCGS. An extraordinarily attractive Lincoln 
that has surfaces that are virtually untouched by contact with other 
coins. Slightly toned with traces of the russet and golden-green hues 
characteristic of the original cardboard issue cards. Very scarce in 
such superior condition. 

1936 Lynchburg MS 66 PCGS. Virtually unmarked, this original 
specimen displays satiny surfaces with some intermittent patches of 
golden-green holder toning. 

1920 Maine MS 65 PCGS. Extremely clean surfaces. This piece 
exhibits good luster with light gray-gold toning overall, and multi- 
hued iridescent toning at the peripheries. 

1920 Maine MS 66 NGC. An untoned and somewhat reflective piece 
with exceptionally clean surfaces. A very choice and original coin 
for the person who wants the best. 

1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64 PCGS. One of the key issues in the com¬ 
memorative series and one that has been highly respected for 
decades by collectors, the Missouri 2x4 is rarely seen above the MS 
62-63 grade level. Both sides display russet and gray toning of mod¬ 
erate depth with strong underlying mint luster. 

1923-S Monroe MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned with bright frosted lus¬ 
ter and showing just the lightest sprinkling of peripheral golden 
color on each side. A black toning spot is noted above the date on the 
reverse. 

1938 New Rochelle MS 66 NGC. Superior luster characteristics and 
showing just the lightest trace of color on each side. 

1936 Norfolk MS 66 NGC. One of the easiest commems to obtain in 
gem condition. This example is adorned with russet and gray color. 
A pleasing example. 

1926 Oregon MS 66 NGC. An exceptionally clean example of this 
popular commemorative. The surfaces display a golden appearance 
overall with slightly darker hues spaced intermittently at the rims. 

1926-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. Light gray toning with orange, gold, 
and russet undertones. 
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822 1928 Oregon MS 66 PCGS. A high-end, obviously original speci¬ 
men with blackened edges and soft golden-gray accents. 

823 1933-D Oregon MS 66 NGC. A high grade example of this extreme¬ 
ly detailed issue exhibiting pretty, even gray toning on both sides. 

824 1938 Oregon MS 67 PCGS. Pristine silvery-gray surfaces, boldly 
struck with no weakness on the rear end of the Conestoga wagon. 
Just the slightest golden toning is seen at the base of the dated side. 
The most difficult of the three 1938 issues in superb condition and 
one of just 6,006 pieces struck. 

825 1938-D Oregon MS 67 NGC. Outstanding mint luster with surfaces 
draped in an even silver-satin sheen. A perfectly matched coin from 
one side to the other. Extremely attractive to the aficionado of 
untoned coins. 

826 1938-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. Steel-gray overall with hints of darker 
toning on the rim. A well-struck example of this popular issue. 

827 1939 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Attractively toned across the upper and 
left quadrants of what is popularly considered the obverse. One of a 
mere 3,004 pieces struck. 

828 1939-D Oregon MS 66 NGC. Pale-lavender toning shows on this 
scarce, final year of issue, designed by Laura Gardin Fraser, wife of 
the Buffalo nickel designer. 

829 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 64 NGC. A near-gem specimen draped 
in rainbow shadings as they gravitate toward the edges. Lustrous and 
essentially mark-free. 

830 1936 Robinson MS 66 NGC. A light, lavender-gray toning covers 
the surfaces of both sides with hints of russet and gold at the rims. 
Good luster easily shines through. 

831 1936-D San Diego MS 65 NGC. Lustrous with a light gold-gray 


832 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Nicely toned and suggestive of 
a higher grade. 

833 1938 Texas MS 66 PCGS. A very well struck and highly detailed 
example of this popular issue. There is also some attractive, silver- 
gray toning overlaying both sides. 

834 1938-D Texas MS 66 PCGS. A pleasing, lightly toned example of 
this scarce Texas issue. Mintage: 3,775 pieces. 

835 1938-S Texas MS 65 PCGS. Light, even, monochromatic toning 
with a faint iridescence at the rims. Nice looking coin and a scarcer 


836 1927 Vermont MS 65 NGC. Lustrous with attractive, light golden- 
russet toning. An appealing example of this scarcer half. 

837 1927 Vermont MS 66 NGC. Lovely bright golden toning is inter¬ 
mixed with an occasional fleck of crimson. 

838 1936 York MS 67 NGC. Untoned and highly lustrous with a strong 
cartwheel sheen. 

839 1936 York MS 67 PCGS. Light pastel toning covers both sides of 
this superb commemorative. 

CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 

840 1854 Liberty Round 50 Cents, BG-431, R.5, MS 60 PCGS. Deep 
patina covers both sides. 

841 1872/1 Indian Round 25 Cents, BG-868, R.5, MS 64 PCGS 
Prooflike with pronounced green-gold color. 

842 1875 Indian Round 25 Cents, BG-878, R.4, MS 63 PCGS. Raised 
die crack across the portrait. Prooflike. 

843 1867 Liberty Round 50 Cents, BG-1007, R.6, MS 63 PCGS. Green- 
gold with lustrous, semi-reflective fields. Medallic alignment. 

844 1860 Liberty Octagonal 1 Dollar, BG-1102, R.5 AU 58 PCGS. A 
lustrous example with rich golden color. 


CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 

845 1847 Hawaii Cent MS 63 Brown PCGS. A splendid brown specimen 
with traces of red in the lettering, glossy in appearance and close to 
gem quality. Most often seen corroded, cleaned, or otherwise 
impaired, this uncommonly high grade example is a pleasing excep¬ 
tion. 

846 1847 Hawaii Cent MS 64 Brown PCGS. A splendid violet-brown 
specimen, glossy in appearance and close to gem quality. Most often 
seen corroded, cleaned, or otherwise impaired, this uncommonly 
high grade example is a pleasing exception. 

847 1883 Hawaii Dollar VF 35 PCGS. A pleasant, circulated example of 
the scarcest of the 1883 Hawaiian issues. According to Breen, the net 
mintage for this issue is only 46,348 pieces. This is due to the recall 
of 453,622 pieces years after the original 500,000 were issued into 
circulation. 


CERTIFIED PATTERNS 

848 1863 Indian Cent, Judd-299, Pollock-359, RJ. PR 65 Red and 
Brown PCGS. An experimental piece struck from the regular dies 
but without the L on the ribbon. Struck in bronze with a plain edge. 
Medallic alignment of the dies. The more common thin planchet 
variety. Lovely orange and rose iridescence lends eye appeal to the 
well preserved, glittering surfaces. One of the more frequently seen 
pattern issues, but a particularly choice representative. 

849 1871 Five-Cents, Judd-1050, Pollock-1184, R.6, PR 64 PCGS. 
The central obverse device is similar to the three-cent nickel, while 
the reverse has a backward V in the center with CENTS below and 
is surrounded by a laurel wreath. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. 
Brilliant throughout with moderately reflective mirrors in the fields, 
only slight hairlining accounts for the grade. 

CERTIFIED ERROR COINS 

850 1902 Nickel Struck on a Colombia Five-Centavos Planchet VF 20 
ANACS. Struck off-center and showing areas of irregular striking 
softness. As the planchets were significantly thinner for Colombian 
five-centavos, that is the only clue about the origin of this coin’s 
planchet. It was also struck in copper-nickel alloy and appears to be 
of the same diameter as a U.S. nickel. Several long scratches, per¬ 
haps test cuts, are seen on the obverse. 

851 1945 Broadstruck Dime AU 55 ANACS. Struck without the benefit 
of a collar, a broadstruck piece has irregular, wide-spread rims and 
lacks normal reeding on the edge. 

CERTIFIED WORLD COIN 

852 1894 Canada 25 Cents MS 65 PCGS. Beautifully toned with strong 
underlying mint luster. 
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
